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MACEDONIAN REVOLUTION 


Simultaneous Risings in Many | 
Districts Reported. | 


THE TELEGRAPH LINES CUT. 


The Porte is Greatly Disturbed and Is 
Vigorously Preparing to Send 
Reinforcements. 


SOFIA,, Aug. 5.—The Macedonian com- 
mittee announces that a revolution was 
proclaimed in the Vilayet of Monastir last 
Sunday in conformance with the decision 
of the Central Revolutionary Committee, 

The committee states that all the revo- 
hitionary forces in the districts of Monas- 
tir, Rezen, Okhrida, Debro, Ketchero, Po- 
retchka, Kronchero, Prilep, Seres, Kaylari, 
and Demir-Hissar simultaneously com- 
menced hostilities. 

All telegraphic communication has been 
cut im the districts mentioned. _ 

The committee’s announcement has not 
been confirmed owing to lack of communi- 
cation. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 5.—The Porte 
has abandoned all idea of withdrawing the 
Turkish forces from Macedonia, and is now 
making vigorous preparations to draft 
troops to the disturbed districts. 

A circular note has been sent out warning 
the powers of the intention of the Turkish 
Government. The note states that the situ- 
ation is very serious, and, although it does 
nct mention Bulgaria, it is regarded as a 
menace to the Bulgarian Government.

LONDON, Aug. 6—The Constantinople 
correspondent of The Times says that on 
Tuesday the Porte dispatched a circular 
to its representatives abroad stating that 
the condition of Macedonia was most dis- 
quieting in spite of the efforts of the Gov- 
ernment, which would continue to face 
great difficulties. 

The circular accuses no one. That, says 
the correspondent, shows the great anxiety 
of the Porte. e 


A dispatch sent from Salonika on Tues- 
day reported dynamite outrages in the vi- 
cinity of Monastir and the existence of 
great uneasiness, which had led the au- 
thorities to take extraordinary precautions. 

The dispatch stated that several Nihilists 
had arrived at Salonika and that it was 
feared a serious outbreak had been planned 
for Sept. 1, the Sultan's birthday, although 
it might occur sooner. 


STEAMING OFF TO MIMIC WAR. 


Storm Gives “Invading Fleet” Some 
Chance to Effect a Landing, but 
No Trial Is Yet Made. 


PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 6—At midnight 
Jast night that portion of the New England 
coast from the British boundary to Cape 
Ann had been, theoretically, threatened by 
a hostile fleet for a period of twelve hours, 
but so far as known, the “‘ enemy” had not 
taken advantage of the northeast storm 
and thick weather to slip past the defending 
fleet and establish himself in any harbor. 

The attacking fleet has been at sea for 
about three days, and will have until Sat- 
urday to win the game planned by the 
naval experts in Washington by occupying 
any of the harbors on this portion of the 
coast for a period of five hours without 
being discovered. 

The defending fieet, under the command 
of Rear Admiral Barker, sailed from Bar 
Harbor at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
by night the various ships of the squadron 
were well distributed along the coast, and 
the work of patrol had begun. Many of 
the ships are equipped with a wireless sys- 
tem of telegraph so that a majority of them 
can be concentrated at any point within a 
short time. 

Several vessels of this fleet were sighted 
during the day at various points along the 
coast. Three of them appeared off West 
Quoddy Head, Easport, about the middle 
oz the afternoon, and three hours later 


were sighted some distance to the west- 
ward off Libby Island, Machiasport. 

It is expected that the attacking fleet 
will head tor some Of the many harbors to 
the eastward of this port, as those to the 
westward, especially to the New Hampshire 
— coast, are comparative-

The Government has expended thousands 
of dollars on the two Hghts at Cape Eliza- 
beth in preparing for the army and navy 
Manoeuvres and making permanent im- 

rovements in the defense of Portland 

arbor. In addition to a wireless tele- 
graph station, which will be made perma- 
nent there have been installed a search- 
et station, and a signal fire, and 
mine controllin station. 

Six or seven ships with Admiral Barker's 
defensive squadron are equipped with wire- 
less telegraph, among them the Prairie, To- 
peka, Texas, Illinois, Kearsarge, and Balti- 
more. It is believed that in the course of 
the “‘search problem” and the combined 
army and navy manoeuvres, which will 
follow, these ships will be in frequent com- 
munication with the Cape Elizabeth Sta- 


tion. 

At the base of the eastern lighthouse 
there is a searchlight forty inches in di- 
ameter, which will throw a beam of light 
many miles. On the top of the nearb 
bluff are four small houses from whic 
watch over the ocean and harbor entrance 
will be maintained. From either house 
there is constant communication with the 
four forts in the harbor. The officers at 
these two lights not only can control the 
fire of the fort batteries, but also the 
outer mines protecting the harbor. 


BAR HARBOR, Me., Aug. 5.—To defend 
the Maine coast from the attack from the 
“hostile fleet’’ of United States vessels 
which put to sea from here on Monday, 
the remaining portion of the North At- 
lantic Squadren sailed frem here to-day. 
a flagship Kearsarge, with Rear Ad- 
miral Barker commanding, led the fleet 
on the way out, but soon after they were 
clear of the harbor the vessels separated 
to proceed to the positions, or sections of 
coast assigned to them for protection. As 
the orders were secret, none of the ships 
knew what her station was to be until 
after the departure from here. 

With Rear Admiral Barker to act on the 
defensive are Admiral Coghlan on his e- 
ship, the Olympia, and Admiral Wise on h 
flagship, the Yankee.

FAST TRIP OVER CONTINENT. 


Special Santa Fe Train Rushing Henry 
P, Lowe to Los Angeles, Where 
Daughter Is Dying.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Henry P. Lowe of the 
Engineering Company of America, with of- 
fices at 74 Broadway, New York, arrived 
here at 9:45 A. M: to-day, and half an hour 
later a special train was bearing him west- 
ward over the Santa Fé scheduled to arrive 
in Los Angeles at 10:30 R. M. Friday. 

Mr. Lowe’s home is in Denver, but he had 
been in New York several days on business. 
He is making the flying trip in response to 
a telegram announcing that his daughter, 
who has been staying in Los Angeles for 
some time, was at the point of death: 

En route from New York Mr. Lowe wired 
to Chicago and made arrangements for the 
special. It was made up for him—a_loco- 
motive, a coach, and a hotel car—and was 
awaiting his arrival, steam up, when Mr. 
Lowe reached this city. 

The schedule arranged, which General 
Passenger Agent Nicholson says will be 
followed unless prevented by an accident, 
means that the train will average 36.5 miles 
an hour for over,62 hours. Eleven engines 
will carry the two cars from here to Los 
Angeles, and the changes will be made as 
quickly as the trainmen can make them. 

The Santa Fé gives the special right of 
way over everything on the liné, and it is 
understood that Mr. Lowe pays $3,900 for it. 


NONE HURT IN BAD WRECK. 


Two Trains in Collision—Passengers 
Escape Through Windows—Engine- 
men Clamber Out of Wreck. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 5.—A dispatch 
from Charlton says the Boston and Chicago 
Special was wrecked at Chariton Station 
at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon in a collision 
with an east-bound freight. 

The freight engine, after taking water, 
was recrossing the main track when the 
express, bound for Boston, came along at 


a forty-five-mile clip, with all signals set 
for a clear track. 

Both engines were wrecked and two cars 
of the express derailed. The damage is 
estimated at over $30,000. 

Passngers on the derailed cars escaped 
through the windows. The engineer and 
fireman of the express crawled out of the 
ruins unhurt. 

The passengers in the Pullmans were bad- 
ly shaken up- and tumbled around. The 
tracks will not be clear till morning. 


NANTUCKET BOAT IN TROUBLE. 


Rockets Call Help to Steamer Gay Head, 
but She Finally Proceeds. 


COTTAGE CITY, Mass., Aug. 5.—The 
side-wheel steamer Gay Head was disabled 
for a brief time off Cape Poge while on her 
run from this port to Nantucket late this 
afternoon. A heavy easterly storm pre- 
vailed, and there was a tremendous sea 
running in from Nantucket Sound. The 
accident happened just before dark, and 
half an hour afterward distress signal 
rockets were sent up from the boat. The 
revenue cutter Dexter happened to be in 
Edgartown at the time, and at 7:30 steamed 
out to the assistance of the Gay Head. At 
9 o’clock, however, word was received from 
Nantucket that she was approaching her 
harbor. It is probable therefore that the 
accident was of minor importance. 


SUIT AGAINST H. H. ROGERS. 


Receiver Pepper Claims $3,000,000 for 
Bay State Gas Company. 


BOSTON, Avg 5—A suit in equity 
against Henry H. Rogers of New York was 
filed in the Supreme Judicial Court to- 
day by counsel for Receiver G. W. Pepper 
of the Bay State Gas Company of Dela- 
ware. The platntiff asks for a decree or- 
dering Mr. Rogers to pay to the plaintiff 
an amount alleged to have been received 
by the defendant as Trustee of the Bay 
State Gas Company of Delaware from the 
New England Gas and Coke .Company, 
in connection with the sale of Mr. Rogers's 
interests in certain gas companies in Bos- 
ton, and also asks that an account be taken 
of loss and injury to the Bay State Gas 
Company of laware, alleged to have 
resulted from ‘“‘the negligence, non-feas- 
ance, and misfeasance’’ of Mr. Rogers as 
Trustee. 

Mr. Pepper claims that the amount re- 
ceived from the New England Gas and 
Coke Company, alleged to belong to’ the 
Bay State Gas Company of Delaware, is 


NO THREE-CENT FARES. 


Public Service Corporation Refuses Re- 
quest of a Paterson Alderman.

NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 5.—Thomas N. 
McCarter, President of the Public Service 
Corporation, to-day denied the request of 
Alderman Young of Paterson for a three- 
cent fare in that city during the hours of 
6 and 8 o'clock in the morning and 5 to 7 
o’clock in the evening. In denying the re- 
quest Mr. Carter said: 

‘“When the .Public Service Corporation 
took hold of the trolley system it was not 
on a paying basis, and since that time 
$10,000,000 has been appropriated for im- 
provements. This sum has been a big drain 
on the corporation, and it will take some 
years before the various companies will be 
on a paying basis. Until then the people of 
Paterson need not expect to be able to ride 
on trolley cars for 3 cents.” 

Alderman Young explained that the com- 
pany had received several valuable fran- 
chises from Paterson free, and made the 
request for the benefit of the workingmen 
of that city. Mr. Young, who was accom- 

anied by a committee of citizens from 

aterson, also asked for an all-night serv- 
ice to this city. 


SUES THOMAS A. EDISON. 


James W. Gladstone Charges Infringe- 
ment of Galvanic Battery Patent. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 5.—An action 
against Thomas A. Edison for alleged in- 
fringements of patent rights on a f&ivanic 
battery has been brought in the United 
States Circuit Court by James W. Glad- 
stone of West Orange. 

This suit follows one filed by the Edison 
Manufacturing Company against Gladstone 
and others for a similar infringement. The 
two suits concern Edison's claimed im- 
provements on the static battery. Glad- 
stone declares that the improvements were 
first patented by Felix De Lalande of 
Paris, who sold his rights to William M. 
Offley of Washington, who transferred his 
interests to Gladstone. 

The court is asked to compel the defend- 
ant to make an accounting of the profits 
made from the improvement, and ‘turn 
them over to the plaintiff. 


CHIEF ARTHUR WAS THRIFTY. 


Locomotive Engineers’ Leader Left 
More Than $100,000 to His Widow.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 5.—The estate of the 
late P. M. Arthur is probably worth from 
$100,000 to $150,000. His wealth was in 
Cleveland real estate and a limited amount 
of gilt-edged securities. Although a liberal 
man in his expenditures he never specu- 
lated, and his wealth represented a stead 
increase from year to year. He gave muc 
money to his two sons during his life. His 
Euclid Avenue residence cost him $50,000, 
and its gitle is clear. His estate was almost 
entirely#accumulated from his salary, wise- 
ly invested. Mrs. Caroline Arthur 4s made 
sole legatee in her late husband’s will. .

DR. HOUGHTON RESCUED 


Rector of Church of Transfigura- 
tion in Dangerous Runaway. 


Lieut. Fortisque of Fourth U. S. Cavalry 
Coolly Stops Frightened Horse, 
Then Quietly Walks Away. 


Lieut. G. R. Fortisque, attached to the 
Fourth United States Cavalry, stopped a 
runaway in Fifth Avenue last evening and 
saved the ‘Rev. George Clarke Houghton, 
rector of the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion, from possible injury or death. ’ 

Dr. Houghton had been shopping in 
Broadway and Fifth Avenue during the aft- 
ernoon, ending at Fifth Avenue and For- 
tieth Street, where he telephoned for a 
cab from the Calumet Club, of which he is 
a member. A hansom cab driven by John 
MecMorrow of the Calumet Stables an- 
swered the call, and Dr. Houghton started 
down the Avenue for his residence, in 
Twenty-ninth Street. At Thirty-fifth Street 
the breast strap broke, and in an instant 
the horse had the bit in his teeth and was 
dashing blindly down the Avenue. 

The cab swayed from side to side, in 
imminent peril of upsetting or striking 
other vehicles. The driver tugged at the 
reins, standing up ih his seat to get a 
better purchase. 

Dr. Houghton opened the door of the 
cab and seemed to be meditating a jump, 
but pedestrians yelled ‘‘don’'t jump.” In 
desperation he seized the reins stretched 
taut above him, and added his strength 
to the driver’s, but the horse was terrified 
at the uproar, while spectators and police- 
men seemed unable to act. 

A tall young fellow in a silk hat and frock 
coat was at Twenty-eighth Street, walking 
down the avenue with a friend, when he 
turned and saw the runaway approaching. 
In the next instant he was out in the street 
and had the horse by the bridle. He checked 
the horse gradually, and finally ran it into 
a lamppost. All escaped unhurt. 

“Mr. Fortisque must have a wrist of 
steel,’ said the doctor in discussing the 
incident later. ‘‘He guided the runaway 
with his arm outstretched, and never let 
his body come near the animal. And when 
it was all over he tried to slip into the 
crowd, but I would not let him go until I 
at least knew his name. 

“TI am Dr. Houghton of the Church of 
the Transfiguration,”’ said the doctor to his 
rescuer, ‘“‘and I would like very much to 
know your name.” 

“It was nothing. I am an officer of the 
United States Army,”’ he said, handing the 
other his card. ‘‘I am here on a leave of 
absence.”’ 

Then, according to Dr. songnton. the sol- 
dier set his high silk hat firmer on his 
head, brushed his kid gloves, and strolled 
away.

PENNINGTON DEPOT, N. J., Aug. 5.— 
Two hold-ups in less than a week is the 
record of Centreville Road, between here 
and Titus Mills. One victim was Miss 
Drake, daughter of President E. H. Drake 
of an insurance company of this place, who 
was enjoying a carriage ride last evening. 
When near a lonely spot in the road a burly 
negro jumped out, grabbed the horse's 
bridle, and demanded that Miss Drake get 
out ef the wagon. She refused, whereupon 
the negro loosened his hold and attempted 


to jump into the wagon. As he did so she 
applied the whip, the horse jumped and 
left the negro sprawling in the road. She 
informed her father of the encounter, but 
he said it was too late to give chase, as 
the negro d had time to escape. 

The other victim was Austin Reed, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Noah H. Reed, who was 
riding a bicycle Monday, and was attacked 
at this spot by a‘ strange white man while 
going out and coming home at dusk. The 
man first asked Austin where he was going, 
taking hold of his wheel at the same time, 
and on returning said he was going to fol- 
low him. It is thought he tried to scare 
the boy, which he failed in doing. He was 
seen earlier in the day in town begging for 
money to go to Trenton. Neither party 
has been seen or heard of since, but a 
close watch is being kept. 


MYSTERY IN JEWELRY THEFT. 


Detectives Search Pawnshops for 
Traces of $10,000 Worth of Stolen 


Gems—Owner’s Name Withheld. 


In an endeavor to trace $10,000 worth of 
jewelry which was mysteriously stolen from 
a residence in the fashionable Prospect 
Hill section of White Plains, Pinkerton de- 
tectives during the last week have been 
searching the pawnshops in this and other 
large cities, 

The jewelry is believed to have been stolen 
on July 13, but was not missed until a few 
days ago. It is the property of a woman of 
wealth from the West. Some of the pieces 
are of antique workmanship and are said to 
have come to this country as the property 
of a family of Castilian nobility during the 
days of the Spanish occupation of California 
and New Mexico. 

The following Mst of the jewelry, which 
was inclosed in a solid silver casket of 
Gorham make, having the monogram “ M. 
M. M.,”’ has been left in every pawnbrok- 
ing establishment in the city. 

Diamond cluster pin, green enamel; five small 
diamonds in a row, gold network in centre, with 
two-and-half-carat diamond set in the middle; 
long gold chain attached to go around the neck; 
value, $1,500. 

Diamond cluster ring composed of ten dia- 
monds; eight of uniform size, two smaller; very 
old.

Mr. Wolf, who is a butcher, had finished 
his supper and started to read the even- 
ing papers in the front room of his home 
about 8 ¢’clock. Mrs. Wolf sat on the op- 
posite side of the centre table mending some 
garments. The cry of the family pet 
maltese cat reached the ears-of Mrs. Wolf 
and she arose, saying that the cat had been

acting strangely all day and it might be 
hungry. 

Mrs. Wolf left the room and got @ saucer 
of milk for the cat and brought it into the 
dining room in the rear of the front room 
where she had been sitting. 

A scream from his wife, a strident yowl 
from the cat, and the sound of the saucer 
etattectns on the hardwood floor brought 
Mr. Wolf to his feet with a opeine. In 
the dining room he found his wife vainly 
trying to remove the cat srom her face. 
The animal's claws were sunk in her 
cheeks and the cat was tearing at her face 
with its teeth. 

Mr. Wolf grasped the cat by the back of 
the neck, and, carrying it to the door 
of the kitchen adjoining the rear of the 
dining room, hurled it to the floor at the 
other side of the room. 

The enraged animal landed on its feet, 
and with every hair of its tail standing 
out, and seemingly quivering with wild 
fury, darted back throngh the dining room 
and into the front room. 

A lively chase followed, at the conclusion 
of which the cat was driven into and locked 
o the kitchen while a policeman was sent

Policeman Joseph Hellman of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station arrived, and after 
cautiously opening the door of the kitchen 
he entered with his revolver drawn and 
cocked. 

After the first shot was fired At the cat 
the animal sprang at the policeman’s face. 
He interposed his arm and the cat ripped 
his coat sleeve. The policeman gripped the 
cat by the neck and fired it against the 
wall. Then he fired four shots into it with 
fatal effect. 


HORSES BURN IN HARLEM FIRE. 


Eight Perish in Factory Blaze in Italian 
Tenement District—Police Order 
Tenants Out—Loss Reaches 
$75,000. 


One of the hottest and most spectacular 
fires that have occurred in Harlem for a 
long time last night destroyed the four fac- 
tory buildings at 406-412 East One Hundred 
and Fourth Street. For a time it threat- 
ened a row of thickly-populated Italian ten- 
ements in the immediate vicinity, but the 
tenement dwellers were hustled to the street 
by the police to prevent the loss of human 
lives. ) 

So rapidly did the fire gain headway 
that five minutes after it had been discov- 
ered by John Hackett, a watchman in the 
ilarlem Market, flames and large volumes 
of black smoke were seen bursting forth 
from each of the hundred or more windows 
in the four buildings. The interiors of the 
structures were tapidly consumed, then 
the fire worked its way through the roof, 
and before long a pillar of fire shot up 
into the air and was visible plainly as 
far south as Twenty-third Street and as 
far north as Bedford Park. Three alarms 


¥v.€re sent in, bringing to the scene all the 
available apparatus north of Fourteenth 
Street, but despite the combined fighting 
strength of all the apparatus’ brought into 
play nothing but the blackened exterior 
walls remained affer two hours of the 
hardest kind of fire fighting. 

The building long had been vacated by the 
workers when the fire started, and there 
was no loss of human life. Bight horses 
stabled in the basement perished in the 


flames, because no effort could be made to / 


save them. Three of the four structures 
were four stories in height; the fourth, 
really an annex, Was a one-story structure. 

The firms burned out were: he Mutual 
Iron Works, (Brady & Hauptman, proprie- 
tors;) Henry Zerke, a manufacturer of 
brass railings; Springstead & Adamson, 
builders and woodworkers; I. Cross, wood 
turner; Keystone Gas Fixture Company; 
Beck & Wagner, manufacturers of wood 
mantels, and Jacob Hannlein, a marble 
worker occupying the one-story annex. 
The loss is estimated at $75,000, covered by 
insarance. 

Thousands of Harlemites gathered alon 
the block where the fire occurred, an 
Capt. Herlihy was compelled to call out 
the reserves from the East One Hundred 
and Fourth, West One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth, and East Eighty-eighth Street 
Stations. The only casuality occurred 
while the police were driving the crowd 
back from the burning buildings. Among 
the spectators was Mrs. Mary Cuff, sixty 
years old, of 301 East One Hundredth 
Street. She stumbled over a fire hose in 
obeying the orders of the police, fractured 
her right leg. and had to be taken to the 
Harlem Hospital. 


FIRE AT MORGAN IRON WORKS. 


Repair Shop Totally Destroyed, Involv- 
ing Loss of $15,000. e 


Fire totally destroyed the repair shop of 
the Morgan Iron Works at the foot of East 
Tenth Street last night. The damage was 
estimated at $15,000. 

Patrolman Hodgins of the Union Market 
Station discovered th fire just about mid- 
night and turned fn an alarm from Tenth 
Street and Avenue D. When the firemen 
arrived on the scene a second, and then a 
third, alarm was flrned in on account of 


the near proximity of Roach's Shipyards, at 
the ‘foot of East Ninth Street and the 
Greenpoint Ferry, which is situated just 
above the iron works. 

About fifteen engines responded to the 
calls, and they attacked the fire from the 
land side. Three fire boats, the William 
L. Strong, the New Yorker, and the David 
A. Boody, the latter from Brooklyn, got 
to work on the river side. 

The building was about fifty feet long, 
the same breadth, and sixty feet high. 
Into it thousands of tons of water were 
pumped, and the fire quickly extinguished, 
vut the building is a total loss. The good 
work of the firemen, however, confined 
the fire to the one building.

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KNIGHTS TO FURNYSH MEN 


Hayes Wing Grants Charter to 
Housesmiths’ Union. 


New Feature in Building Trades Fight— 
_ Employers Believe It Will Clear 
the Situation. 


Conferences took place yesterday be- 
tween the committee of the Knights of 
Labor now in this city, headed by General 
Master Workman Hayes, and the building 
contractors at the headquarters of the 
Employers’ Association, 1,128 Broadway, in 
reference to the supplying of men by the 
Knights of Labor. With Mr. Hayes were 
Isaac Sanderson, General Worthy Fore- 
man; J. R. Mansion, Henry Beckmeyer, 
and M. T. Judge of Mobile, Ala., forming 

| the General Executive Board. 

The Knights as represented by the Hayes 
wing of the order have the chance of sup- 
plying union men in the trades whose 
unions have not adopted the plan of arbi- 
tration of the Employers’ Association. 
Another conference will be held to-day. 

Meetings were also held yesterday of the 
different trade associations at 1,123 Broad- 
way, and the employers confidently pre- 
dicted that enough housesmiths will be at 
work before the end of net week to carry 
along work. | It was definitely learned that 
the Hayes wing of the Knights of Labor, 
which has the books and property of the 
order, has granted charters to the House- 
smiths’ Union of New York, which has now 
been organized, and the House Shorers and 
Pile Sheathers’ Union. Both these unions 
will work under the arbitration agreement. 
Chairman Prince of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation said yesterday: 

“We have taken the first shingles off the 
roof of the Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s 
Union. We are getting men every day. 
Pipe Calkers and Felters’ Union No. 1 has 
been formed with more than 100 members, 
most of whom have belonged to the Sala- 
mander Association of Pipe and Boiler Cov- 
erers. The union was perfected yesterday, 
and some of the members are at work ‘\to- 
day. All will be at work to-morrow.” 

Mr. Hayes said yesterday that he was not 
in a position to make his plans known. He 
declared that when a big building strike 
was in progress in Chicago several years 
ago Samuel J. Parks was largely responsi- 
ble for breaking it ‘up by organizing a new 
union of housesmiths. 

James J. Daly of the Mosaic and Encaus- 
tic Tile Layers’ Union, which has signed 
the arbitration agreement, said that the 
unions would not stand for an attempt of 
the Knights to control the building indus- 
try. The Hayes men who were seen, how- 
ever, seemed to think differently. 

The Board of Building Trades was in a 
State of white-heat excitement at its meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon over the appear- 
ance of Mr. Hayes and his Executive 
Board in this city. The Simon Burns fac- 
tion, which holds that Burns is the General 
Master Workman, and that his faction is 
the Simon Pure one, is up in arms, 

Thomas Rock, Master Workman of 
District pm eng 49 of the Burns faction, 
declared before the Board that the Knights 
repudiated the action of the Hayes wing. 
The Burns men, he said, were really the 
order of the Knights, and the board agreed 
with him. 

John Tasker of the Steamfitters’ Union 
reported that strikes of steamfitters had 
been ordered on all the outside contracts 
of members of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion. They were extended even as far as 
Knoxville, Tenn, 

Parks was not at the meeting of the 
Board yesterday, but it was reported that 
he had been ordering more strikes of iron- 
workers in New Jersey. The number of 
men out was not mentioned. 

The members of the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor, at the 
Broadway Central Hotel, said yesterday 
evening that General Master Workman 
Hayes was in New Jersey and would not 
be back until to-day 

Master Workman Farrell of Building Con- 
Structors’ District 2538, who was at the ho- 
tel, was asked if the unions which had 
signed the arbitration agreement would 
work alongside of the Knights of Labor, 
and replied: 

* There is no reason why they should 
not. The Knights are for arbitration, and 
do not object to work alongside union men, 
no matter what their affiliations are, pro- 
vided they work under union conditions.” 

Regardin the statements of James J. 
Daly and Thomas Rock of the Burns wing 
of the Knights, he said: 

“ Both are expelled members of the or- 
der. We do not recognize them as Knights. 
We have the books, and have been pro- 
nounced the order of the Knights by the 
courts.”’ 

Parks, he said, was brought first to this 
city as a strike breaker. 

The Burns wing of the Knights insists 
that the question is still before the courts. 
The employers, however, look evidently 
! with favor on the Hayes side, and believe 
| it can supply all the men needed. 

The following letter was received yester- 
day by J. M. Cornell, President of the Iron 

League, from President S. P. McConnell of 
the George A. Fuller Company: 

I have recetved your inquiry relative to the 
attitude of this company regarding the joint ar- 
bitration agreement which has been proposed 
to the different organizations’ of union labor. 

I note your particular reference to the holding 
out of the Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union. 

So far as our company is concerned, we have 
an agreement with the Housesmiths and Bridge- 

men's Union which has been satisfactory to us, 
and under which we have been working since 
the ist of May. Nevertheless, I am unable to 
understand why the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men’s Union is not ready to accept the plan of 
arbitration which has been submitted to them 
by the Employers’ Association, and our company 
feels earnestly desirous—not only on account of 
the mechanics who are members of that union, 
but on account of the employers and the build- 
ing trades industries in general—that that union, 
as well as the other unions, should promptly 
accept the joint arbitration agreement. It would 
seem to me that if it were accepted, the air 
would immediately be cleared, and the members 
of the Employers’ Association, as well as our- 
selves, and all the mechanics employed by your 
association and by our company, would be in a 
better condition than during many years past. 

In view of this, I am earnestly hopeful that 
you will soon receive the assent of all the 
unions, including the Housesmiths’, to the pro- 
posed agreement. 

The Sub-committee on Procedure of the 
Employers’ Association's General Arbitra- 
tion Committee met last night at 1,123 
Broadway. This sub-committee’s functions 
are to determine on a plan of procedure 
in presenting grievances, 


SIXTY NEW CITIZENS REJECTED, 


Albany Court Will Refuse Papers to 
Applicants Who Speak No English. 


ALBANY, Aug. 5.—Judge Clifford D. 
Gregory, in the County Court to-day, in 
{ rejecting sixty applications for naturaliza- 
j'tion papers, made¢ the following declara- 


tion: 
“JT will not naturalize any person who 


somes before me and-is unable to speak 
the English language sufficiently to make 


himself understood. I will compel appli- 
cants to answer questions regarding their 
age, place of nativity, when they arrived 
in the United States, and any other ques- 
tions which I deem essential to good citi- 
zenship, and if they fail to make satis- 
factory answers. I will refuse to grant 
| them the necesgary papers. 
“When a. man has been in this country 
five years, and is unable to talk our lan- 
guage, in my opiniqn he is not fit to be 
admitted to citizenship, and I will act 
accordingly.”

STORM SWEEPS WORLD’S FAIR. 


Kills One Man, Injures Eight, and 
Causes $10,000 Damage to Expo- 
sition and Other Buildings. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 5.—One of the heaviest 
storms of the year and of brief duration 
swept over St. Louls to-day. The furious 
wind tore through the World’s Fair 
grounds, killing one man, probably fatally 
injuring another, and seriously injuring 
seven others,, besides causing damage to 
World’s Fair buildings and other property 
throughout the city to the extent of $10,000. 

The man killed was Theodore Richter of 
Kirkwood, a florist. A. R. Clark, a car- 
penter, is dying. 

The day had been extremely warm, the 
temperattire registering 94 degrees. Sud- 
denly the sky began to grow dark, and soon 
after the storm broke with the force of a 
gale. 

In the-city pedéstrians hurried to shelter, 
and the wind swept through tne streets, 
causing little damage outside of broken 
windows here and there, the falling of a 
few street signs, and leveling of shade trees. 


At the World’s Fair grounds the Agricult- 
ural Building was struck by the gale, and 
six laborers working on scaffolding were 
hurled to the ground...The World's Fair 
department turned out and hastily dug the 
injured men from the débris and hurried 
them to the hospital. 


VANDERBILT WORK IS STOPPED. 


Sudden Cessation of Redecorators’ La- 
bor at Idje Hour Is Not Explained. 


SAYVILLE, L. I., Aug. 5.—All the paint- 
ing and decorating which for weeks has 
been in swemiess at William K. Vanderbilt's 
Idle Hour mansion came to a sudden and 
unexplained stop yesterday afternoon, and 
the big force of men hurriedly left for New 
York. 

For six weeks the men had been working 
overtime. The foremen kept urging the 
mer to work fast and to try and get the 
work done before Mr, Vanderbilt and his 
bride arrived. He.said that the owner 
might arrive at any moment, and it was 


highly important the work be finished 
before they arrived. 

Mr. Webber received a telegram from his 
employers yesterday afternoon directing 
him to have the men stop work and return 
to the city at once. The paint pots were 
left wherever they happened to be. The 
paper being used was left lying about, and 
no steps were taken to clean up or even to 
leave things as they are left for over- 
night. The men swung out of the over- 
clothing ‘@nd drew on their coats. Some 
of them raced to the station, carrying their 
shoes and wearing their working ones, and 
made the change at the station. The men 
caught the afternoon train, and have not 
returned. 

Mr. Webber tried to get things in shape, 
but the sudden change is not explained. Mr. 
Webber offered the explanation that the 
men had gone to New York to attend a 
meeting of their union to consider a strike, 
| but did not explain why their employers 

summoned them to attend such a meeting. 
The men left their personal belongings in 
the various boarding houses in Sayville and 
also the current week's board bills, but the 
boarding house keepers are not worrying, 
as the men evidently expect to return. 


COLORADO LAND FRAUDS. 


A Movement Started to-Have Congress 
Investigate Alleged Dishonest Ac- 
quitition of Valuable Properties. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DENVER, Col., Aug. 5-Alleged land 
frauds in Colorado during the past ten 
years are to be made the subject of a reso- 
lution in Congress this Fall. A resolution 
is to be introduced demanding that the 
Interior Department shall probe the scan- 
dal to the bottom not only in Pueblo but 
in every office in the State. 

An official account of the holdings of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company shows 
that coropration owns over 57,000 acres of 
coal land in Colorado, more than is em- 
braced in all of the anthracite region of 
Pennsylvania. To have bought all of this 
land at a fair valuation it is said would 
have bankrupted any corporation with the 
capital stock this company had at the 
time these lands were secured. 

This report does not include coal lands 
held by subsidiary companies, which is said 
to be even larger. An official estimates 
that the holdings of the corporation and its 
auxiliary companies in Southern Colorado 
alone exceeds 750,000 acres, worth more 
than $10,000400 to the Government. The 
land was obtained under the timber and 
stone act at $2.50 an acre. The investiga- 
tion showed conclusively that it was all 
coal land, and as such was worth $10 to 
$20 an acre, 

There is a strong desire in Colorado to 
know whether or not all of these lands 
have been acquired honestly. 
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PHYSICIAN TRIES SUICIDE. 


Dr. P. Carter Lodge of Waterbury, 
Conn., Shoots Himself and May Die. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Aug. 5.—Dr,. P. 
Carter Lodge, a physician who has lived 
in Waterbury about three years, shot him- 
self in the head at the home of Edward B. 
Beddoe on Berkeley Place this evening. 
He is now at the Waterbury Hospital with 
almost no chance of recovery. 

Dr. Lodge is a graduate of the University 
of Vermont. He built up a large practice 
in Waterbury, but lost it gradually after

PIUS X. RECEIVES 
AMERICAN PILGRIMS 


Vhey Are the First to Obtain 
the New Popes Blessing, 


Were About to Leave Rome When 
They Were Told Cardinal Gibbons 
Had Arranged For Their Re- 
ception at the Vatican. 


ROME, Aug. 5.—The spirit of “ The King 
is dead, long live the King,” which ‘has 
been repeated through all the long ages 
upon a change of sovereigns, was the domi- 
nant note to-day at the Vatican among 
those gathered there, not to acknowledge 
an earthly sovereign, but to accept without 
reserve Pope Pius X. as their spiritual 
King. : 

Not only had America the honor of first 


announcing, through The Associated Press, 
the accession of the present Pontiff to the 
Chair of St. Peter, but to-day Americans 
enjoyed the far greater privilege and honor 
of being the fifst among those of many 
countries who will convey to his Holiness 
the homage of the nations. The can 
pilgrimage conducted by John J. MeGrane 
of New York and Father Lynch of the Ni- 
agara University, (Buffalo, N. Yi,) which 
left the United States for its pious journey 
to Rome to receive the blessing of Leo 
XIII., arrived while the conclave’ was sit- 
ting. Its members lingered until the elec- 
tion of the new Pope was announced, and 
then decided reluctantly to\ leave to-day. 
But it was with tears of disappointment 
at not being able to see the Holy Father 
that the pilgrims packed. and strapped 
their baggage and sent. it to the station. 
While the desolate band were eating a hur- 
ried luncheon preparatory to leaving, Mr. 
McGrane, with radiant face, burst in wav- 
ing a paper. 

‘You shall see him! You shall see him!” 
he cried. ‘‘ Our Cardinal has arranged it.’’ 


GIBBONS’S EFFORTS SUCCEED. 


Cardinal Gibbons had been applied to 
yesterday to try to arrange for the recep- 
tion of the Americans, and had promised to 
do his best, at the same time explaining 
how unprecedented it would be for a Pope, 
the day after his election, to receive a for- 
eign pilgrimage when there were scores of 
high dignitaries who had not yet been ad- 
mitted, including even the diplomatic body. 
Nevertheless, the Cardinal used his immensé 
influence with the happiest result, and se- 
cured the consent of tha »Pope to receive 
his fellow-countrymen. Their luggage was 
hastily brought back from the station in 
order that they might appear in proper ap— 
parel, and at 5:45 o’clock this aftefnoon all 
were at the bronze doors of the Vatican. 
They were met by Mgr. Kennedy; Rector of 
the American College, whose presencé was 
quite sufficient to make the Swiss Guard 
step back, present arms, and give entrance 
to all. ; 

The Americans trooped up the high stair- 
way and on; through the corridors, bending 
their heads to pass through the openings 
in the walls which had been erected for the 
conclave. Bricks were still lying about on 
the flagstones. Through the beautiful Log- 
gia of Raphael they passed to the unique 
Hall of Inscriptions, where a halt ‘was 
called. Every heart was fluttering, every 
pulse was béating highly as they. waited, 
Minute after minute passed, but the Holy 
Father did not come. Guards gathered and 
strangers passed to and fro. Cardinal Gib- 
bons, Mgr. Kennedy, and Mgr. Bisleti dis- 
appeared. The poor pilgrims, who numbered 
about a hundred, waited on as though they 
had been abandoned. Suddenly there was 
a murmured “ Hush, hush,’ and the: pil. 
grims saw two Swiss Guards enter from a 
corridor. Before they could quite realize it 
the Pepe stood among them. 

Pius X. is a little taller than Cardinal 
Gibbons,~ giving, however, the impression 
of being a much larger man, as he is tn- 
clined to stoutness. He has abundant gray 
hair, with no sign of baldness, dark clear 
eyes, handsome features, and a magnificent 
soft voice, to which is added a peculiar 
grace, due to his musical Venetian accent, 
His whole person emanated great be-« 
nignity and cordiality, 


POPE SPEAKS TO PILGRIMS. 


The Pope walked slowly but with the 
firmness of quite a young man down the 
long kneeling line, accompanied by Car- 
dinal Gibbons and Mgr. Kennedy, Biving 
to each of the pilgrims as he passed his 
hand to be kissed. He spoke a few words 
to almost every one. 

Pius X. was arrayed completely .in white, 
without a gleam of color except that which | 
sparkled from the huge emerald on hig 
finger. Cardinal Gibbons was on his right: 
in red robes, and Mgr. Kennedy .on his 
left in purple. They were preceded by 
Swiss guards with halberds, and followed 
by members of the Noble Guard. The 
moving group was set off by the kneeling 
women, who were all in black, with black 
lace veils. The men wore dress suits and 
the priests black gowns. 

Pius X. appeared to be very much in- 
terested when Father Lynch presented to 
him a box containing a white zucchetto, 
and. sald: 

‘““We would be extremely gratified if 
your Holiness would accept this giff\n ex- 
change for the one you wear.” 

“I will cheerfully do so,” the Pope re- 
plied immediately. Thereupon Mgr. Bisleti 
lifted the zucchetto which the Pope wore 
from his Holiness’s head and replaced it 
with the one which had been presented by 
Father Lynch. Mr. McGrane handed to 
Pius the offerings which the pilgrims had 
hastily put together to-day after lunch. 

The Pope spoke especially to the mem- 
bers of the Lante family of Philadelphia, 
to Father John E. Burke, pastor of the 
Church of St. Benedict the “Moor of New 
York; to Father Wall, who expressly rep- 
resented Archbishop Farley, and to Father 
James Roger Matthews of Washington. To 
Father Burke he gave a special benediction 
for the colored people. Occasionally as the 
Pope passed along he laid his hand upon 
the head of one of the .piigrims. He spake 
to Eugene Kelly ef New York, Father 
McKenna, of New York, a brother of Mer, 
Kennedy, Father James EB. Cleary of Read- 
ing, Penn., and Mr. White of Louisville, 
Ky. The last named was so touched that 
he could not restrain his emotion. When 
Fius reached the persons who waved two 
American flags ,yesterday at St. Peter's, 
and who were carrying them to-day, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Caro, caro, Americas dear America— 
forty-four stars, eh!”’ ’ 

When he reached the last person in the 





_ line his Holiness turned, and, while all the 
pligrims knelt, he gave the apostolic bless- 
ing, afterward saying: 

“I recommend myself to your pious pray- 
ers.”’ 

It was a moment of most intense emo-~- 
tion, and scarcely an eye was dry. Cardinal 
Gibbons, upon leaving the Vatican, said he 
had been delighted to present the Ameri- 
€an pilgrimage to the new Pope under 
. Buch happy circumstances.

NOT VETOED BY AUSTRIA. 


Denial of Report That Cardinal Ram- 
polia’s Election Was Thus 
Prevented. 


P LONDON TrmEes—NEW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—It is denied, says 
the Vienna correspondent of The Times, 
that Austria vetoed the election of Car- 
dinal Ranipolla to the Papacy. The Aus- 
trian Government decided long before 
the conclave opened not to attempt @ 
veto. Nowadays there is no means of en- 
forcing 1 voto, and any State attempting 
to exclude 2 given candidate would risk 
Seeing itself defied and might find itscif 
committed to open and impotent hostili- 
ties with the new Pope.

BUSY DAY FOR THE POPE. 
ROME, Aug, 5.—Pope Pius X. rose at 5:30 


o’clock this morning, saying he did nét wish 


to enange his habits. He slept last night in 
the apartment occupied by Cardinal Oreg- 
lia during the interregnum, which is situ- 
ated on the first floor of the Vatican. No 
decision has yet been taken concerning the 


Pontiff's ultimate quarters, but it is said 
that he desires them to be extremely mod- 


est. 

At 7:15 the Pope said mass, assisted only 
by Mgr. Bressan, his conclavist. He after- 
ward took breakfast, which consisted of 
coffee, milk, and a roll. Then, as he 
stood against the window, from which he 


caught a glimpse of the gardens of the 


Vatican, the Pontiff exclaimed: 


“My first pleasure, when I can spare a 
moment, will be to explore the gardens 
which now confihe my little world. Heigh 
ho! How shall I get on without my long 
country tramps? How I shall miss them 


and my sea!" 
Pope Pius wished to see personally most 


of the innumerable telegrams of congratu- 
lations received, giving instructions for the 
answers to those for which he cared most, 
and looking at the copies, changing here 
and there a word. Then he prepared for 
the state reception of the Cardinals in the 
Sistine Chapel, which during the night had 
been cleared of its temporary furniture and 
was assuming its normal aspect, 

The’ third and last obedience of the 
Sacred College was consummated in the 
chapel this morning with the same cere- 
monial as before, the Pope being in his 
full Pontifical robes an evidently re- 
stored in mind and nerves by his night's 
rest. The Cardinals filed before him and 
kissed his hand and foot, all smiling and 
apparently in a perfectly contented frame 
of mind. Each in turn received a hearty 
embrace from Pius X. The music was 
directed by the Abbé Perosi, who was the 
Pontiff’s protégé, all present remarking 
how the Sistine Choir had improved since 
being under the Abbé’s care. very avail- 
able corner of the chapel was filled. The 
ceremony ended at about noon. 

Both oing, to and coming from_ the 
Sistine Chapel, when he passed through the 
Raphael Loggia and the Ducal Hall, the 
Pope refused to be carried in the sedia 
gestatoria, which, however, followed him. 
After taking a few steps he turned to 
Mer. Bisleti and said: ‘I shall never 
voluntarily get into that box.” 

A Te Deum had been previously sung in 
the Sistine Chapel in honor of the electipn 
of. the Pope. All the Cardinals were pres- 
ent except Cardinal Herrero y Espinosa. 
The Pope again to-day visited Cardinal 
Herrero, who \is improving, though still 
confined to his cell, 

tn the, afternoon Pope Pius _ received 
Prince Massimo, the head of the Papal 
section of the Roman aristocracy, who 
Was accompanied by his daughter-in-law, 
Princess Beatrice, the daughter of Don 
Carlos. The Pontiff seemed specially glad 
to see her, saying: ‘‘ We are from the 
same town. Your father is my friend, and 
I have not forgotten his amiability in com- 
ing to see me off at the station when I 
left for the conclave, little imagining that 
I should never see my beloved canals 
again. I hope your royal father will soon 
come to our court.”’ 

After the many receptions to-day the 
Pope announced that he must have abso- 
lute rest. The attendants turned as if to 
show him to his apartments, but he stopped 
them, crying: ‘ No, I am going for a walk 
in the gardens.”’ 


ANECDOTES OF THE NEW POPE. 

ROME, Aug. 5.—A few anecdoates help 
to show what manner of man Piux X. is. 

His Holiness’s position as patriarch of 
Venice brought him from $2,000 to $2,400 
a year, which did not go far when he had 
paid the bills for all his numerous chari- 
ties. So, when he was called suddenly to 
leave Venice, he often found himself with- 
out money. Once when he had come to 
Rome he was without a cent and did not 
know where to turn. He was finally obliged 
to borrow $400 from a bank, and was in a 
perfect fever until the debt was paid. 

When, in the past, people used to ask 
Cardinal Sarto what he would do if he 
were made Pope, he replied: 

“I shall have white robes instead of red—~ 
that will be the only change. I shall remain 
#ne same Sarto as ever.” 

He seems to have been sincere in think- 
ing that he would not be made Pope. Mgr, 
Stratimirovich, the Venetian prelate, ac- 
companied him to Rome, and up to the door 
of the conclave, and, in taking leave, fol- 
lowing the usual custom, said he hoped 
that Cardinal Sarto would be made es 7 
His Eminence replied, laughing, ‘‘ No. No 
fear for me. Tell me the number of your 

‘telephone and I will jet you know who re- 
ceives that -~honor.”’ In all the excitement 
of his first triumph he kept his word. He 
went to the telephone personally and called 
up the number, only to find that Mer. 
Stratimirovich already knew the result of 
the balloting’ and was on his way to the 


Vatican.

Denounced by Atlantic City Convention 


—French Co-Religfonists Urged to 
Seek Control of Government.

GLANDERS IN THE BRONX. 


Many Horses Attacked and Féars En- 
tertained for Human Beings. 


The enzootic of glanders which has been 
raging in the Bronx shows no signs of 
abatement, Within the past week ten 
horses have been shot because they had 
this disease—two of them yesterday. Dr. 
A. J. Dodin of 844 East One Hundred and 
Sixty-fifth Street, the veterinary surgeon 
of the Health Department of the Bronx, is 
becoming alarmed, and says that he be- 
lieves that that borough is being used as 
a dumping ground for diseased animals. 

The two horses which were shot yester- 
day were found, one in a stable at One 
Hundred and vosty -sigsn Street and Mor- 
ris Avenue, and the other at a stable at 712 
East One Hundred and Forty-fifth Street. 
On Tuesday one horse was shot at 2,450 
Arthur Avenue, and on Monday two stray 
horses were shot in an empty lot at One 
Hundred and Thirty-second Street and 
Cypress Avenue; Sunday three horses were 
killed in a stable at One Hundred and 
Fifty-eighth Street and Mott Avenue, and 
last Saturday horses were found suffering 
from glanders at One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-fourth Street and Whitlock Avenue, and 
at One Hundred and Thirty-third Strect, 
near Brown Place, and were shot. 

Dr. Dodin is afraid that the disease may 
be communicated to human beings. In the 
cases of the animals shot on Monday it was 
learned that they had been roaming about 
the neighborhood for some time, and that 
some of the bigger boys had been charging 
smaller children one cént a ride on them.

TWO MORE FAILURES 
ON STOGK EXCHANGE 


Firms Are Sharp & Bryan and 
Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co. 


Market Demoraliz:d, and New Low 


Records Are Made in Long List 
of Stocks, Including Steel. 


Two more Stock Exchange firms were 
forced to suspend yesterday. One of these 
was Sharp & Bryan and the other the com- 
paratively unimportant firm of Hurlbutt, 
Hatch & Co. The announcement of these 
failures on the Stock Exchange added to 
the weakness of the market, which at times 
was in a demoralized condition, from which 
not even large supporting orders were able 
to rescue it. Transactions were on a very 
large scale; the total dealings for the day 
exceeding the, million-share mark in stocks, 
while the sales of bonds reached $4,600,000. 

Wall Street began business yesterday 


with a@ feeling of depression. The sharp de- 
clines of the day before had produced re- 
newed uneasiness, and it was generally 
expected that failures would be announced 
before the morning had far proceeded. 
That expectation*was realized, for about 11 
o'clock the gong of the Chairman called 
the attention of the brokers to the an- 
nouncement, received with general regret, 
that Sharp & Bryan of 25 Broad Street had 
been forced to suspend. At one time the 
firm transacted considerable business for 
J. P. Morgan & Co. Recently, however, 
they had not been acting for the Morgan 
firm, and according to a representative of 
the assignee their books show no evidence 
of their having had any recent connection 
with the support of United States Steel 


and other Morgan specialties. The failure 
is said to have been due largely to the 


sharp decline In the price of the shares of | 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, | 


in which the firm was largely interested. 
Much favorable comment was made in tHe 
Street on the promptness with which 
George H. Sullivan of the law firm of 
Sullivan & Cromwell, assignee of Sharp & 
Bryan, published a short statement regard- 


ing the status of the firm. This statement 


was made public within an hour after the 
announcement of the suspension, while it 
was remarked the assignees of the firms 
which went to the wall during the last two 
weeks have not yet seen fit to acquaint 
the public with even an approximate state- 


ment of assets and Hiabilities. Mr, Sulll- 
van's report was as follows: 
LIABILITIES MOSTLY SECURED. 


The firm made the general assignment for the 
purpose of insuring equality among its creditors 
without preference. he cAuse is directly at- 
tributable to the sudden and extreme shrinkage 
in the market value of the securities of the firm. 
The liabilities mostly secured, are about $5,000,- 
000. The value of assets, comprising almost ex- 
clusively Stock Exchange securities to the 
amount of several million dollars, is dependent 
on market conditions. Most of the creditors 
recognizing that present conditions are short- 
lived are very fairly and wisely withholding their 
securities from sale. 

The firm of Sharp & Bryan was organized 
in 1891, and the partners are W. W. Sharp 
and Charles S. Bryan, both of them being 


members éf the New York Stock Exchange. 


Mr, Bryan is a member of the Governing 


Committee, having been re-elected at the 
last election in opposition to the regular 
candidate. 

According to the assignee, the firm has 
no open contracts in the market, and the 
failure will not involve any other house. 


It ig believed that the firm will be able 


to liquidate its assets on a basis which 
will enable it to resume in the near future. 
The Committee on Securities of the Stock 
Exchange has ruled that certificates of 
stock in the name of Sharp & Bryan, dated 
prior to Aug. 5, shall be good delivery up 
to Aug. 20. The bank of Sharp & Bryan 


was the Phenix National. The firm was 


also active on the curb when it wag In- 


terested in American Bridge, Northern Se- 
curities, and Seaboard Air Line shares. 

The decline in Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
was the direct outcome of the appearance 
of the company in the market to bor- 
row money. That grew out of extension 
of the company in its business due to the 
necessity of making large purchases of 
raw material and lowering the price of 
some of its commodities to fight compe- 
titors. 

The announcement of the failure of Hurl- 
butt, Hatch & Co. was made soon after 2 
o'clock. It was received with little at- 
tention by the members, as the firm had 
been doing a small business. Besides the 
suspension of thig firm had beén expected 
for several days, ag it was involved in the 
failure of Talbot J. Taylor & Co., for which 
firm it had exetuted orders. The firm 
was organized in 1899, and consisted of 
three partners: John Henry Huributt, J. 
Frailey Smith, and E. Sanford Hatch. The 
latter was the board member. He was com- 
mon} known fm the Street as “ Sandy” 
Hatch, and was in sporting 
events. 

The firm assigned to Henry B. Ketcham 
of the law firm of Reid, Esselstyn & 
Ketcham. Mr. Ketcham said that he was 
not able to give an idea of the assets and 
Mabilities of the firm. The bank of the 
firm .was the Bank of Manhattan. 

After the assignment had been made a 
petition in involuntary bankruptcy was filed 
against Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co., the petition- 
ing creditors being the Phoenix Cap Compa- 
ny, with a claim of $908; the Phoenix Cork 
Company, with a claim of $2,040, and Mar- 
tin Saxe, a lawyer, who holds an as- 
signed claim from Harriet L. Smith for 
$6.091. Mr, Keteham, the assignee, was 
appointed receiver, under a bond of $12,000, 
by Judge Holt in the United States Circuit 
Court. 

The petitioners allege that the eapuregt 
firm committed an act of bankruptcy in 
giving preference to certain creditors over 
others. 


MARKET DEMORALIZED, 


So far as the stock market is concerned, 
complete demoralization may be said’ to 
have reigned for the greater.part of the 
day. Prices of all securities declined stead- 
ily, with a few feeble and feverish rallies, 
so that when low prices of the day were 
reached, they also marked new low records 
on the present movement in not less than 
seventy-seven active and inactive issues. 
The market opened with a slight showing 
of strength, but within a few minutes of 
trading there developed a selling move- 
ment which was so evidently in the nature 
of urgent liquidation that not even large 
supporting orders were able to stem the 
tide. It soon became evident that a very 
general closing out of loans was in prog- 


ress, and as there was scarcely any de- 
mand for stocks, the securities pressed for 
sale were permitted to go at whatever they 
could bring. 

The support of the United States Steel 
shares was one of the features of the early 
trading, but the beneficial effect exercised 
by this support on the rest of the market 
was-soon lost when the announcement of 
the first failure was made. From then on 
quotations ebbed away all day With slight 
intermittent rallies due to the covering by 
the trading element. The lowest point of 
the day was reached soon after 2 o'clock 
when there came severe declines in Gould 
securities. There was violent liquidation in 
Missouri Pacific, which carried that stock 
down to 89, and the gelling of Wabash was 
so determined that the preferred fell off 5 
points. The coal stocks were sold on the an- 
nouncement that the priee of steam coal 
would be reduced by the Reading, 

The net losses for the day ranged from 1 
to 15 points, the severest declines being in 
the high-priced Industrials, such as Ameri- 
can Snuff, which lost 15 points, and New 
York Air Brake, which declined 10 points.

RAILROAD SHARES DROP. 


Railroad shares, which made new low rec- 
ords were Atchison common, which reached 
57, and the preferred, which declined to 86; 
Baltimore and Ohio, which went to 78%; 
Chesapeake and Ohio, 20; St. Paul, 135; 
Northwestern, 158; Colorado Southern, first 
preferred, 4644; second preferred, 17%; Dela- 
ware and Hudson, 15%; Erie, 2844; Louisville 
and Nashville, 99%; Missouri Pacific, 89; 
Rock Island, 20; Southern Railway, 1714; pre- 
ferred, 79%; Union Pacific, 68%; Wabash, 
18%, and many others. 

The United States Steel issues also made 
new low records, the common reaching 20% 


and the preferred 68%. Many of the indus- 
trials which are inactive also reached new 
low points. It is said that the Standard Oil 
interests were not inclined to support the 
market, but it was noted that they made an 
exception of Amalgamated Copper. The 
selling of all the Morgan stocks was one of 
the features, almost every one of them 
making new low records. The declines in 
many standard issues were said to be due 
to selling by a house which is interested in 
the Pére Marquette Railroad, and which 
could find no market for the stocks of that 
property, and had to resort to other stocks 
and bonds to protect itself. 

Reports of more failures to come were 
thick. A -new feature of the situation 
was that rumors about the conditions of 
several large banks were circulated which 
were said to have suffered by the declines 
of collateral held by them. The general 
feeling in the Street was that the worst was 
by no means over, and this feeling was not 
dispelled by the announcement of one large 
house, with which rumor had been busy, to 
the effect that it had pat loaned out a large 
amount of cash at a low figure. 


FELL TO DEATH IN FIRE. 


Workman Trapped in Blazing Willlams- 
burg Packing House. 


One man was killed and several others 
were badly injured in a fire which caused 
$20,000 damage to the Williamsburg plant 
of the packing firm of Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger, at 108 North Sixth Street. The 
firemen averted a still further calamity in 
the densely populated tenement district 
which surrounds the plant, and where panic 
followed the fire. 


The man who lost his life in the flames 
was Robert Bartlett, a carpenter, thirty- 


| four years old, who lived at the corner of 
Bloomfield and Hudson Streets, Hoboken, 


| He was at work on the second floor of the 
| burning building and reached the stairway 
only to find that a surging sea of flames 


| had cut off escape. He rushed to a window, 
where he waved his hands frantically and 
called loudly for help to the excited throng 
which surrounded the burning structure. 


Charles 0. Meyer, who had been at work 


in an adjoining building, rushed into the 
burning factory, and came near losing his 
life in an attempt to go to Bartlett's res- 
cue. Just as he reached the burning stair- 
way leading to the second story, the floor 
gave way. After the flames had been 


extinguished, Bartlett's body was found In 
the cellar, 


The fire spread with alarming rapidity. 
For a time it seemed as though the sur- 
rounding tenements would become the prey 
of the flames, and four alarms were turned 
in in rapid succession. 


A cry went up from the crowd when the 
faces of three little children appeared at 


the windows of an upper story of the ten- 


ement at 612 North Sixth Street, adjoining 
the burning property. They were the chil- 
dren of Mrs. Lizzie Meehan, who had left 
them alone in her apartments while she car- 
ried dinner to her husband who was at work 
in the nearby gas plant. They were almost 


suffocated by smoke. Fireman McKenna

The fire is believed to have been caused 
by the explosion of a gasoline lamp which 


set fire to some tar paper and chemical 
preparations used in the erection of a 
refrigerator. 


TWICE TRIED TO END HIS LIFE. 


W. E. Whiting, a Putnam House Patron, 
Injected Cocaine and Wanted to 


Leap from Window. 


William E. Whiting, twenty-five years 
old, living at the Putnam House, Twenty- 
sixth Street and Fourth Avenue, tried to 
take his life yesterday morning by taking 
cocaine and then injecting it hypodermical- 
ly into his face. He was crazed by the 
drug and nearly succeeded in Jeaping from 
a window before he was captured. 

A porter was taking a trunk to a room 
on the fifth floor, near Whiting’s, at 8:30 
o'clock in the morning, when the latter's 
door suddenly opened and Whiting ran 
shouting into the hallway. The orter 
thought he must have injured himself, and 
tried to restrain him, but Whiting brushed 
him to one sidé. The man ran back into 
his room and reappeared with a hypodermic 
needle in his hand. With this he repeated- 
ly jabbed himself in the face, 

The porter summoned Policeman Silver- 
bauer of the East Twenty-second Street 
Station, and they found Whitin 
ning about and jabbing himself with the 
needle. At sight of the policeman he ran 
to the end of the hall, and was half way 
through the window when the policeman 
and porter seized him. 

An ambulance was called from Bellevie 
Hospital, and Dr. Boyd said that Whiting

The result 
was the arrest of the two men implicated 
and another negro named Brown, who was 
later discharged for lack of evidence con- 
necting him with the crime.

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DUNLAP & 60.’S SHORTAGE 


Ex-Treasurer Henry Says He Has 
Made Up Missing Amount. 


Estate of the Hatter More Deeply Con- 
cerned Than the Firm—Total Said 
to be $200,000. 


Gustave C. Henry, who until a few days 
ago was Treasurer of Dunlap & Co., hat- 
ters, said last night that he had insured the 
company and the Dunlap estate against 
any loss on account of his speculations. He 
said that he, his wife, and his wife’s family 
had transferred certain properties to Mrs. 
Dunlap which would entirely cover all 
losses incurred through him. He further 
said that he had used some of the money 
lost by speculation with the consent of Mrs. 
Dunlap, who, he said, would not prosecute 
the case. What the property is which has 
been transferred to Mrs. Dunlap, Mr. Henry 
refused to say. 

Mrs. Margaret Maylander, a sister-in-law 
of Mr. Henry, who is now at the Henry 
home in Arverne, is authority for the 
statement that Mr. Henry had assigned 
his home in Hast Highty-second Street, his 
life insurance policies, his house in East- 
hampton, and his wife’s jewelry to Mrs. 
Dunlap. She sald that Mrs. Henry had 
given up her personal property, and that 
her father, who has a livery stable in Har- 
lem, also had come to Mr. Henty’s assist- 
ance. 

“I do not know much about the matter,” 
continued Mrs, Maylander, “ but from what 
I have heard, Mr. Henry will clear himself. 
My sister, Mrs, Henry, is ill, and little has 
been said to her about the affair, but she 
has given up all she had to help her hus- 
band. He tried to make up what he had 
lost until affairs reached such a bad state 
that he saw he could not recover, when he 
went to Mrs. Dunlap and told her all about 
a 


Mr. Henry was connected with Dunlap 
& Co. for twenty-five years. He enjoyed 
the confidence of Robert Dunlap, the 
founder of the firm, and before he died 
he made Mr. Hénry one of the trusteés of 
his estate. Arthur H. Lamson, the Secre- 
tary of the company, also was made a trus-~ 
tee, but the entire duties of looking after the 
estate fell upon Mr. Henry. 

The amount of the shortage was not 
made public by any of those interested, 
but it is understood to be nearly $200,000. 
Of that amount thelgreater part is said to 
come from the estate, and a small amount 
from the firm's accounts, 

When the shortage in Mr. Henry's ac- 
counts were found Mrs. Dunlap tried to 
keep it secret, and went so far as to offer 
to refund the money herself until Mr. 
Henry should be able to make restitution. 
The fact that Mr. Henry had been asked to 
resign, and that his connection with the 
firm was at an end, was advertised in the 
newspapers, and caused the whole affair to 
become public. 

Mr. Henry {s now living in a rented cot- 
tage at Arverne. His wife was the widow 
of Dr. T. C. Lippecht of Harlem, and its 
sald to have been in comfortable circum- 
stances. 

Charles Keator, Vice President of Dun- 
lap & Co., said yesterday that he could 
not say exactly ow much the company 
had lost.

Mr. Lamson. Mr. Henry at once admitted 
that he had been making use of the money. 
The speculations were all within a pertod

LYNCHING IN THE WEST. 


Washington Rancher, Murderer of a 
Girl, Hanged by a Mob. 


ASOTIN, Washington, Aug. 5.—Despite 
the efforts of Sheriff Richards of Asotin 
County, father of the victim, who had 
sworn in twenty-five deputies to guard the 
prisoner, William Hamilton, a young rdénch- 
er, the self-confessed murderer of little 
Mabel Richards, was taken from the 


Asotin County Jail shortly after midnight 
and lynched by a mob of over 1,000 men 


which had been congregating all yesterday 
from all parts of Asotin County. 

At 12:15 o’clock this morning a band of 
men, their faces concealed with handker- 
chiefs, marched up the street to the county 
jail. The officers and guards were swept 
aside by the mob, the keys were taken from 
the jailer, the jail yard was entered, and 
finally entrance was effected into the jail 


proper. 

When the cell containing Hamilton was 
reached no key could be found to fit the 
lock. It was necessary to saw and hack 
at the bars until the door could be opened. 
Hamilton, after about fifteén minutes’ de- 
lay, was dragged out of the cell and down 


into-the yard. 

Meanwhile another company of masked 
men had marched up the street and taken 
position opposite the jail. They kept back 
the crowd which had filled the streets all 
night waiting for the lynching, for the 
entire population of the town had turned 
out, and their numbers had been swelled 


by people from the surrounding country.

Charges of Weakness and Vacillation 
‘Will Not Affect. Vote-Getting—No 
Fear That Dr. Parkhurst 
Will Injure Reform. 


District Attorney Jerome had a good 
word to say for Mayor Low’s administra- 
tion yesterday, and at the same time ex- 
pressed his hope that the coming election 
would result in a continuance of good gov- 
ernment for this city. 

Mr. Jerome was asked who he thought 
Was the logical candidate for Mayor on 
the Fusion ticket ir the coming con- 
test. 

“I don’t know what you mean by the 
* logical candidate,’’’ said Mr... Jerome, 
“If Mayor Low wants a renomination I 
dare say he will get it. There is no doubt 
that he has given us the best eighteen 
months of municipal administration this 
city has ever had, not excepting the ad- 
ministration of the late Mayors Hewitt and 
Havemeyer. 

“It goes beyond saying that there have 
been some weak spots in the city govern- 
ment even during this period, and to those 
who have followed local affairs very closely 
those have become apparent. But if a 
stranger came here and were brought face 
to face with all the good. that has been 
done and were to form his judgment from 
that alone he could come to only one con- 
clusion, namely, that the administration 
of municipal affairs during the last eight- 
een months has never been equalled in the 
history of this city.

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COLLINS WANTS BACK SALARY. 


Got $3,000 a Year in Dock Department 
Under Tammany; Now Gets $1,200 
and Sues for Difference. 


Charies J. Collins, an employe of the Dock 
Department and Secretary of the Ana- 
wanda Club, the Tammany organization of 
the Eighteenth Assembly District, of which 
Charles F. Murphy is the leader as well 
as being leader of Tammany Hall, has 
brought an action against the city to com- 
pel the payment to him of salary at the 
rate of $8,000 a year from March of a 
year ago. Collins served in the department 
for years and received $3,000 a year under 
the old Tammany Dock Board, but was 
cut to $1,200 a year within three months 
of the time Dock Commissioner Hawkes 
came into office. 

Collins, it seems, entered the city service 
in December of 1896 as an employe of the 
Health Department, and received a salar 
ot $700 a year. The following year he 
whs transferred to the Dock Department 
and received $900 a year. In 1898, when 
Tammany came into power and Charles F. 
jodi wes appointed to he Dock Board, 

oming its Treasurer, Collins’s. salar 
was increased to $1,500, and he became Mi. 
furphy’s secretary. From that time on 
each six months brought with it an in- 
crease of $500 a year to Collins's salary 
until he received $3,000. Then came the 
Fusion administration in 1902, and with it 
Commissioner Hawkes, who soon cut Col- 
lins’s salary down and moved him uptown 
to the Twenty-fourth Street bureau of the 
department. In this office, it is said, that 
Collins works ten hours a day, as against 
less than one hour a day under the old 
board. 

Collins started in a few days ago and 
secured from Justice McCall of the Su- 

reme Court an alternative writ, which will 
be heard in October, to mandamus the city 
for the difference between what he received 
in salary since March of 1902 and the sal- 
ary to which he claims to be entitled. 
At the office of the Corporation Counsel 
it was declared yesterday that Collins 
had waited too long to begin his action, 
and that his laches would lose him the 
action. It was said the action should 
have been brought within three months of 
the time the salary was cut. 


DEVERY PICNIC INNOVATION. 


Ten Doctors and Twenty-five Nurses to 
Attend Forthcoming Outing Ready 
for Emergencies.

State Convention to be Held in Two 
Weeks—Mayor Tom Johnson and 
John L. Zimmerman the Guber- 
natorial Candidates. 


URBANA, Ohio, Aug. 5.—The Ohio Demo- 
cratic campaign was partially opened here 
to-day, two weeks in advance of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention. William J. Bryan 
had been engaged to address the Urbana 
Chautauqua Assembly, and the Democrats 
of Champaign County held their convention 
on the Chautauqua grounds during the 
forenoon, at which addresses were made by 
Mr. Bryan, John L. Zimmerman of Spring- 
field, Mayor Tom L, Johnson of Cleveland, 
and ex-Congressman John J. Lentz of Cp- 
lumbus. : 

The assembly’s Democratic Day pro- 
gramme attracted one of the largest crowds 
ever seen on the grounds. The addresses 
all attracted attention because of the direct 
references to certain men, as well as to 
policies on which there are differences with- 
in the party. Bryan referred to ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland repeatedly. 

Mr, Zimmerman referred to the fathers of 
Democracy and the eternal principles of the 
party. Then came Mayor Johnson and ex- 
Congressman Lentz in emphatic deciara- 
tions that this was no time for “ dead is- 
sues,”’ 

The “‘ keynotes” of the last two speakers 
were not in aocord with those of Mr. Zim- 
merman, whose managers had secured the 
Champaign County delegates for the nomi- 
nation for Governor before Mayor Johnson 
reached the tabernacle.. This is Mr. Zim- 
merman’s home county, and the convention 
stood 130 to 50 for Zimmerman. 

Mr. Bryan received his greatest ovation 
when he said: “The Democrats in 1892 
played a confidence game on the people and 
put a bunko steerer at the head of the par- 
ty. I want to say to you,@my friends, that 
the disreputable man who stands on the 
street curbing and leads the unwary trav- 
eler into a game where he loses his money, 
is respectable compared with the man 
who accepts the suffrages of five millions 
of people and then leads them into Wall 
Street to be betrayed. 

“Don't be deceived when they tell you 
that it was the silver question that drove 
people out of the party. 

“Those who left the Democratic Party 
are divided into two classes—those who 
left because they understood a issue in 
the campaign and those who left because 
they were deceived in the issue of the cam- 
past. Those who understood the issue and 
eft because they understood it can never 
return to the party until they repent and 
show that their hearts and sympathies are 
changed. The fight will continue in this 
country until one side or the other is tri- 
umphant.”’ 

He said he had more respect for a Re- 
publican than for any one calling himself 
a Democrat “ who would put his princi- 
— on the auction block or in a junk- 
shop.” 

The speech of Mayor Johnson was ac- 
cepted as indicating»that he was a recept- 
ive candidate for Governor, but that he 
wes not a candidate for Senator Hanna's 
place. 

While Mayor Johnson says he is not a 
candidate for anything, his address to-day 
on what the ay should advocate was ac- 
cepted as indicating his expectation at the 
State Convention, and his friends were en- 
thusiastic in saying the nomination for 
Governor would come to him without the 
aggressive canvass that is being made by 
the Zimmerman organization. 

Mayor Johnson intimated that {ff he ran 
for Governor his platform would be re- 
duced fares on all railways, in addition to 
his well-known views on taxation. 

While John J. Lentz was the only Sena- 
torial candidate present, there was some 
talk also of Melville BE. Ingalls and Charles 
W. Baker of Cincinnati and Allen W. Thur- 
man of Columbus. It appeared evident that 
there will be a contest at the coming State 
Convention for Senatorial indorsement. 

The speaking concluded shortly after 
noon, when all the speakers lunched tos 
gether. and there were conferences before 

r. Bryan addressed the Chautauqua, As- 
sembly. 

Mr. Bryan will speak at the Ohio State 
Fair at Columbus after the State Conven- 
tion, and it is stated that he will make 
several speeches in the Ohio campaign in 
anticipation of Mayor Johnson being made 
the candidate for Governor.

we Pittsburg Decided On. as Déstina- 
— tion of Endurance Contest. 


ea — 


AUTOMOBILE RUN ROUTE! 


Start Will Be Made from This City on 
Oct. 7—Novel Features of 
the Event. 


As originally proposed, Pittsburg will. be 
the destination of the endurance.contest to 
be held by the National Association of Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers next Fall; but the 
route, instead of being via Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington, as originally 
planned, will be by way of Kingston, Pine 
Hill, Binghamton, Corning; Buffalo, Erie, 
and Cleveland. ‘The total distance will be 
827 miles and will be covered in seven days, 
making the daily runs average about 120 
miles each. . The start will be made on 
Wednesday, Oct. 7. 

The decision in regard to the route of 
the run was in the nature of a compromise 
between the claims of the Pittsburg “au- 
tomobilists, who promised exceptional fa- 
cilitiés for the spced and _ hill-climbing 
eontests to be held in connection with 
the run, and the influential manufacturing 
interests who pointed to the eminence of 
Cleveland in automobile manufacturing. 
The compromise route to include both cities 
was finaly selected by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association after a protracted 
session at the headquarters, 7 Bast Forty- 
second Street, yesterday afternoon. 

In addition to the selection of the route, 
the general conditions of the competition 
were also decided upon at yesterday's 
meeting. The.contest will not be, in any 
sense, a test of speed; indeed, every pre- 
caution will be taken to eliminate that 
feature. The points to be determined are 
us follows: 

The condition of each competing car at the fin- 
ish of the test. 

The cost of repairs on each car and the time 
required to make them. 

The efficiency of brakes. 

The hill-climbing capacity of the cars. 

A new plan, so far as this country, is 
concerned, though it has been successfully 
tried in England, will be adopted in the 
selection of observers. Each contestant will 
be required, at the time of entry, to nomi- 
nate an observer, for whose conduct he 
shall be responsible. No observer will be 
allowed to ride on a car made, owned or 
controlled by the man who nominates him, 
Observers will be changed every day. The 
association believes that this will t 
in the filing of careful, critical reports of 
the performances of the cars. 

In no run so far held in this country has 
the condition of the cars at the finish of 
the run been taken into consideration, and 
yet this feature is one of the most im- 
portant of all, On arrival at destination 
the cars will pe taken in charge by officials 
in exactly the condition in which they ar- 
rive. They will be critically examined by 
a Board of Examiners, consisting of thor- 
oughly experienced, disinterested men, and 
‘will be awarded points in accordance with 
the findings of the board. The chairman- 
ship of the board will probably be offered 
to a technical Professor of one of the .ead- 
ing universities, and the remaining posi- 
tions to men eminently fitted for the task. 

In the matter of classification a radical 
departure has been made, the price of 
machines being adopted as a basis. There 
will be six or more classes, ranging from 
$1,000 and under to $3,500 and _ over. 

Repairs must be made in the presence of 
observers and at no other time. Immediate 
disqualification will be the result of an at- 
tempt to make a repair adjustment under 
any other condition. Official’ garages will 
be provided, but only for the storage of 
ears while observers are necessarily ab- 
sent, and it will be impossible for an oper- 
ator to enter a garage unléss accompanied 
by his observer. 

Time consumed in tiré repairs will also 
be penalized. 


The rules, in detail, will be ready next 
week.

PIUS THE TENTH. 

A happier choice than that of the Pa- 


tridrch of Venice as the Pope to succeed 
the illustrious Lxo,.that scholarly prelate 
of the finest calibre, cannot well be im- 
agined. He is a man of a very different 
character, with other antecedents, tastes, 
and temperament, but no other Cardinal 
fn the Sacred College had so many quali- 
fications to fit him for the needs of the 
Church at present. 

When Bishop Sarto of Mantua was 
promoted to the head of the ancient See of 
Venetia, becoming in quick succession 
Cardinal and Patriarch, the citizens of old 
lineage showed no warmth, but held aloof. 
Be looked like the President of a provin- 
cial college, was affable, but not winning, 
and yet he compelled respect. Of me- 
dium stature and features that do not 
impress one strongly, though they are 
far from weak, he has neither the subtly 
“Intelligent look of some distinguished 
prelates nor the appearance of a scholar. 
It was soon seen that he was a man of 
action, an executive, and it is not unsafe 
to prophesy that as Pope he will have 
his way. To Venice he came with the 
social disadvantage of belonging to the 
gmall farmer and burgher class. Per- 
haps at the time there was something in 
the gossip on the lagoons that he lacked 
the courtesy and grace of such a Prince 
of the Church as Venetians most admire, 
but due allowance should be made for 
the wide difference between the posts 


hé had filled before with intelligence and 
ne great need of tact in the Veneto and 
the situation he found in the City of 
Wenice, which is a little world by itself, 
im some respects simple enough, but in 
‘ethers very cosmopolitan. 

Venice is still a place of traditions, and 


its old families retain the consciousness 
@f @ays when oligarchies of aristocrats 
held sway, and the Patriarch, through his 
envoy at Rome, took good care to let the 
Pope know that in his way he was him- 
self a little Pope on the Adriatic. Venice 
generally managed to hold her own in 
contests with temporal Popes, and the 
fact that all has changed, that Austria 
has been the suzerain, that while Italy 
was split up into little kingdoms the 
Italians were proud of their Popes as 
the only persons whom the rest of Eu- 


~fope recognized as representative of the 


whole people, has not availed to cure 
them of a feeling of independence. She

THE CHINESE REFORMERS, 

We trust that our Minister at Peking 
has already been instructed to join the 
British Minister in the position he has 
taken that the Chinese reformers now 
held as prisoners in the foreign reserva- 
tions be not surrendered to the Imperial 
Government to be tortured and stran- 


gled. The report that ajl the Ministers 
with the exception of the British Minis- 
ter were in favor of surrendering these 
prisoners is incredible. But whatever 
may be the individual opinion of our 
Minister at Peking, our Government at 
Washington cannot with good conscience 
agree to give up these unfortunates to 
the horrible doom that awaits them at 
the hands of the minions of that fright- 
ful harpy, the Dowager Empress. 

The fate of the advocate of reform who 
was flogged to death last week unques- 
tionably awaits the prisoners now under 
the protection of the representatives of 
the foreign Powers. They are political 
prisoners, and as a matter of law and 
precedent it is optional with the civilized 
Governments whether they surrender 
them or not. Such requests have fre- 
quently been refused without giving se- 
rious offense. The argument that it 
would be too great an interference with 
the domestic concerns of the Imperial 
Government to prevent the execution of 
what it may call its laws is met at once 
by the mere assertion of the fact that 
China is no longer a sovereign Power. 
The civilized nations have already gone 
very far in the exercise of control over 
her affairs. They will have need to go 
much further if the 
Dowager Empress continues to be para- 
mount. In this matter of surrendering or 
holding the prisoners they simply cannot 
make themselves in any degree parties 
to the carrying out of the inhuman and 
shocking decrees of maiming and butch- 
ery that appear to have been proclaimed 
against all progressive persons who have 
the temerity to speak their minds in the 
empire. 

One cannot listen without indignation 
to the plea that by surrendering these 
men to torture and death foreign nations 
may find it easier to get trade privileges, 
and that we in this country shall have

The Eads Bridge, first 
built, was under a control which made it, 
or at least threatened to make it, an op- 
pressive monopoly. Railroad and busi- 
ness interests not represented in its con- 
trol and discriminated against in its 
schedules and tariffs, or liable to be so 
discriminated against, applied for a fran- 
chise to span the river with a second 
bridge for the specific purpose of de- 
stroying the monopoly thus created and 
giving St. Louis the advantage of com- 
peting outlets to the Hast. In the char- 
ter granted for the construction of this 
bridge across a navigable stream a pro- 
vision was inserted designed to secure 
ithe permanence of the competition 
which it was built to create. This pro- 
vision was in effect that if the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge ever came under the con- 
trol of the owners of any other bridge 
across ‘the Mississippi at St. Louis its 
charter should lapse and the bridge re- 
vert to the United States Government. 

It is now charged that the Eads 
Bridge and the Merchants’ Bridge have 
passed into the common control of the 
St. Louis Terminal Association, the fact 
having been made public by a circular of 
J. P. MorGan & Co., in which it is shown 
that the earnings of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation are made up in part from the

such ownership would be a clear viola- 
tion of the spirit of the bridge charter, 
however skillfully its letter may have 
been observed by one of the many expe- 
dients of the lawyers to preseyve the 
simulacrum of corporate autonomy when 
the ownership and control of corporate 
property and franchises has in fact 
passed, the Secretary of War, acting un- 
der advice of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, has served the Terminal Association 
and the bridge company with notice to 
show cause within thirty days why the 
Government should not declare the 
bridge charter forfeit and take posses- 
sion of it according to the specific agree- 
ments and understandings entered into 
when permission to build it was granted, 

This would seem to be a case involving 
none of the points which were thrashed 
out in the Northern Securities litigation, 
It does not rest upon a statute the con- 


stitutionality of which is open to ques- 


tion—or at least open to judicial decision 
as to its constitutionality, It does not 
involve any dispute as to the powers of 
Congress or the rights of bona-fide 
stockholders. A bridge across a navi- 
gable stream is a trespass upon the pub- 


lic rights which may be forbidden by 
Congress or permitted on such terms and 
conditions as Congress may impose. 
When a charter is granted which by its 
own terms becomes forfeitable when its 
provisions are violated and the object of 
granting it is thus nullified, and this 
document provides that action for its an- 
nulment may be taken without legal 
proceedings when the right to take 
them exists, summary steps for the pro- 
tection of the public interest are not 
only warranted but rendered necessary. 


The only line of defense which would 
seem to be open to the bridge company 
for the protection of its property is to 
show that it has retained actual as well 
as nominal corporate autonomy, that it 
is not owned or controlled by the owners 
of the Eads Bridge, and that it is oper- 
ated in free and honest competition 
therewith. Whether a hasty readjusté 
ment of the stockholding interest to 
make this condition appear would fur- 
nish the basis of a sufficient answer to 
the inquiry of Secretary Root is a ques- 
tion which may be left to the lawyers.

STRIKING FOR LOWER WAGES. 

The strike at a boiler shop in Jersey 
City against the payment to some of the 
men employed of more than the union 
scale of wages may strike the average 
reader as an extremely humorous inci- 
dent, but when analyzed it will be recog- 
nized as entirely consistent with the 
trades union policy. In the shop in 
which thie strike occurred the minimum 
wage paid was that fixed by the union, 
$3 per day. A number of men were em- 
ployed whose work was so much better 
than the average, and who could be so 
fully relied upon, that the concern paid 
them $3.75 per day. Representatives of 
the International Machinists’ Union, 
learning of this discrimination, notified 
the management that it must establish 
a uniform rate of $3 per day and no 
more, and that if it did not do so a strike 
would be ordered. Compliance having 
been refused, the strike was declared, 
and the $3.75 men went out with the 
others, thus making the most formal and 
emphatic protest of which they were ca- 
pable against the advantage they had re- 
ceived under the arrangement described.

The men understood that 
the extra 75 cents a day was not given 


for “love and affection,” but as compen- 
sation for extra industry and as an in- 
ducement to the less a and ef- 
“brace up” and do better 
work. The effect of this was to set the 
pace at a higher rate than the easy- 
going and contented members of the 
craft found comfortable, It put the 

slow, incompetent, and indolent work- 
men, whose rule of life is to get the larg- 
est wage possible for the least work per- 
formed, at a more obvious and conspic- 
uous disadvantage than they would have 
been at had there been no inducement of- 
fered for better or more efficient work. 
Hence the protest. That the beneficia- 
ries of the premium system joined in it 
and struck for the uniform rate which 
would cut their earnings down 75 cents 
a day only shows the effective tyranny 
of the unions in compelling men delib- 
erately to sacrifice their own interests 
for the advantage of those in every way 
inferior to themselves. It is an instruct- 
ive incident, and one which may be pon- 
dered with advantage by every ambitious 
mechanic. The tendency of what it rep- 
resents is to create what has never yet 
existed in this country, a working class 
chained to its condition like galley slaves 
to their benches. 


THE NEW BRIDGES. 

The immediate interests of the public, 
so far as they are affected by the admin- 
istration of the Department of Bridges, 
relate rather to the effective mainte- 
nance and operation of the existing 
bridges than to the condition of progress 
upon the bridges not yet in being. We 
believe there is no dispute that upon 
these matters of daily experience and 
observation the department is at least as 
well managed under Commissioner Lin- 
DENTHAL as it has been under any of 
his predecessors, whether these were 
municipal officials or representatives of 
bridge corporations, 

In respect to the new bridges across 
the East and the Harlem River the ne- 
cessity and the urgency of all the pro- 
jected structures are admitted. The 
keenest public feeling about them is that 


they should be completed at the earliest

practicable moment and at the lowest 
practicable cost. With the public, or 
rather with the variéus publics inter- 
ested in these new works respectively, 


the question of time is even more urgent 
than the qpestion of money. 
the Bridge Commissioner has shown him- 
self fully alive to his official obligations, 
His proposal to use eye-bar chains in- 


stead of wire cables in the new Manhat- 


tan Bridge had for its motive to cheapen, 
but especially to hasten, the construction 


of the work. A commission of engineers 
of the highest eminence and of unques- 
tioned disinterestedness has agreed, aft- 
er careful and independent investigation, 
that the proposed change had the ad- 
vantages that the Commissioner claimed 
for it.~ On the other side are the en- 


gineers of manufacturing concerns and 
certain of the Aldermen. As Mayor 


Low put it, we must have a campaign of 
éducation on this question. Meanwhile 
it is the Board of Afdermen that is 
plainly and unmistakably responsible 
before the public for holding up this 
most urgently needful work and delay- 
ing its construction. 

There is another aspect of the work 
doing by the department which does not 
appeal so widely to popular appreciation, 
but which surely is of great importance 
to New York. We mean the artistic as- 
pect. Surely it makes a great difference 
to the City of New York whether such a 


public work as a bridge of 1,500 feet 


clear span or even of very much less, 
conspicuous as it must be, shall be an 
ornament or a disfigurement to the city. 
The charter gives the Art Commission 
the power, ‘‘ when requested,” of passing 


upon the designs of bridges. Mr. Lin- 


DENTHAL has set the precedent of sub- 
mitting the plans of the works project- 
ed in his department to the commission 
for approval, a precedent which his suc- 
cessors will find it difficult, even if they 
should be disposed, to disregard. But he 
has gone very much further than that. 
He has adjoined to his department a 
bureau of architecture, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. HORNBOSTEL, an accom- 
plished architect who has also had the 
advantage of an engineering training, 
and this bureau works in complete har- 
mony with the designing engineers, The 
co-operation extends to all work not 
actually committed by construction or 
by contract, and those who have had the 
privilege of inspecting the results of it, 
whether in execution or on paper, are 
aware of the enormous civic improve- 
ment In which it promises to result. 
Such structures as the Manhattan and 
the Blackwell’s Island Bridge, if com- 
pleted according to the present designs, 
promise to become things of beauty as 
well as “tools of transportation,” even 


though the latter be that artistic stum- 


bling block, a “cantilever.” With an 
extension of the reform Government of 
the city for another term, the bridges of 
New York, which have hitherto been in 
great part disgraces to the city as works 
of art, promise to become among its 
chief ornaments and boasts.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Some days ago we, with the rest of a 
listening world, were favored with Repre- 
sentative BAKER's opinion of those who 
give and accept railway passes. Now after 
an interval judiciously adjusted to the pub- 
lic’s known attention for and interest in 
any particular subject, we, in the same 
large company, are as thoroughly enlight- 
ened as to the Brooklyn statesman’'s belief 
that war is a bad thing, and his consequent 
stern refusal to nominate a boy for instruc- 
tion in the art of murder as taught at 
the Naval Academy, If this keeps up 
long enough, Mr. Baker's name will be- 
come widely known in a shorter time than 
is usually required for the attainment of 
fame by holders of his important office. 
““ Widely known,” however, is not quite the 
Same thing as “ well known,”’ and it be- 
hooves the gentleman to select the topics 
of his proclamations with care lest the 
fame which his modesty could reluctantly 
endure be turned into a notoriety that 
would be most painful to it. His indignant 
rejection of a railway pass won the in- 
stant approval of a large number of peo- 
ple, themselves all conscious of also possess- 
ing the firmness to refuse small bribes, 
but his characterization of Annapolis as a 
school for murderers will not awaken 
sympathetic vibrations in any considerable 
number of hearts. Nobody, so far as we 
know, likes war any better than Mr. BAKER 
does, and he was on ground entirely safe 
when he denounced unnecessary and ag- 
gressive wars, but the analogy between in- 
dividuals and nations is hardly complete, 
and not many will agree with him in the 
contention that Annapolis and West Point 
could be closed if the country would only 
announce its firm determination not to be 
a party to any war “ unless actual attack 
is made on the United States by force of 
arms.” As a matter of fact, that deter- 
mination, in effect, already has been an- 
nounced more than once and more than 
a hundred times, and is the traditional 
policy of the Nation. We have been round- 
ly scolded for smiling at Mr. BAKkpr’s 
proclamation that Congressmen should be 
above incurring obligations to coxporations, 
and perhaps we are inviting further reproof 
by criticising his advocacy of peace, but we 
will take the chances, since not quite every- 
body would give to “ actual attack by force 
of arms” his strictly literal interpretation, 
and we hope to get at least a little sup- 
port for our theory that when the “ actual 
attack "’ comes it is the part of commonest 
prudence to have a few men trained in the 
business of repulsing it—trained even in the 
business of transferring the scene of mili- 
tary operations into the enemy's country 
and waters, 


—Credit is given by the Paris corre- 
spondent of The London Times to the late 
FREDERICK Hoitis not only for having 
contributed largely to the establishment of 
the International Court at The Hague, but 
also for having been in no small measure 
the man to whom it owes its existence, 
According to this authority, matters went 
badly at the first meetings of representa- 
tives of the powers at The Hague, and com- 
plete failure was almost in sight when 
an energetic intervention by Mr. Houus 
saved the day. “ Germany,” says the cor- 
respondent, “‘ had never looked with favor 
on the Peace Conference, Nobody present 
at The Hague can have forgotten the at- 
titude which the chief German delegate, 
Prince (then Count) Munsrm@r took up at 
an early stage of the proceedings and 
maintained till the end. It was one of 
haughty contempt for what was being done, 
and presumably reflected the views of his 
sovereign. Germany raised objections to 
the proposed permanent Court of Arbitra- 
tion, affecting to regard it as an innovation 
of a most radical character which could

not be darian without great risks and 
even great It was, I believe, on 
this occasion that Mr, Houts went se- 
cretly to Germany, saw Prince HOHENLOHD, 
and said to him: ‘The special train is 
ready, All the powers have taken their 
seats, If Germany refuses to accompany 
them they will go without her.’ Prince 
HOBBNLORE made pressing representations 
to the Emperor, with the result that Ger- 
many waived the difficulties she had raised 
and the conference continued.” The Times's 
correspondent adds that “ plain speaking, 
such as that employed by Mr. Hous on 
this occasion, goes further even with Ger- 
many than some distinguished English 
statesmen seem to be aware of.’ That 
Mr. Houis could and would have done 
what is here ascribed to him is easy enough 
for those who knew him to believe, as it 
is, also, to believe that he really did do 
something of the sort, but it is a little 
difficult to see how his exact words became 
known, and the tag to the story rather de- 
creases the probability of its literal exact- 
ness. Still, it is a good story and doubtless 
true in spirit. 


—~Mr. 8. W. Green, in the letter we 


published yesterday, discussed the ques- 
tion of second-class mail matter with evi- 
dent knowledge of its details, as evidently 
derived from personal experiences of 4 
more or less painful sort. He did not suc- 
ceed, it seems to us, in proving that there 
is not and could not be too much second- 
class matter transported’ by the Govern- 
ment, but by his insistence that the exist- 
ing conditions, and the “ persecution” of 
would-be publishers. of periodicals of du- 
bious periodicity, were calculated, on the 
one hand, to expose subordinate postal of- 
ficlals to the temptation of taking bribes, 
and, on the other, to expose the publishers 
to the temptation of offering bribes, Mr. 
GREEN opened a new and very interesting 
field of inquiry for the departmental in- 
vestigators, Mr. Green did not say that 
there has been or is any corruption of this 
sort, and none of the revelations already 
made has even hinted its existence, but— 
well, opportunities for wicked profits in the 
Postal Department seem to have involved 
their utilization, of late, and here, ac- 
cording to our correspondent, was an op- 
portunity so large that it fills him with 
alarm to think of it. A word to the wise 
hunter after ‘“‘ graft’ should be sufficient, 
at least to start an inquiry.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In editorials which appeared in several of 
the morning papers attention ts ‘called to 
the remarks of Justice Mayer, speaking for 
the Court of Special Sessions, in a case in 
which the New York Edison Company was 
the real defendant for violation of the §ani- 
tary Code against the production of smoke. 

If the writers of the editorials had been 


acquainted with the facts in this case, and 
the local conditions as presented in elabo- 
rate detail to the court, they would have 
found no cause for adverse comment. 

The complaints from citizens resident in 
a comparatively limited district presented 
to the Board of Health, which were the 
basis of the charge, were to only the slight- 
est extent on account of the emission of 
esmoke and were directed, in the main, to 
the emission of cinders due to the use of 
anthracite (and not bituminous) coal, which 
it was claimed only took place in case of a 
southeasterly wind. No complaint what- 
ever was made in regard to offensive gases. 

It was pointed out to the court in great 
detail, with drawings and photographs, that 
@ number of highly important changes had 
been made and were in progress in the ex- 
tensive boiler and furnace equipment which 
would correct the difficulties complained of. 
It was shown, without contradiction, that 
to effect these changes (involvin the final 
installation of fifty-six boilers of 650 horse 
power each) a reasonable time would be 
necessary, and that the work had been ad- 
vanced as speedily as possible. 

It was further shown that the company 
had sold 5,500 tons of bituminous coal (ob- 
tained during the coal strike) at a great 
sacrifice in the earnest effort to abate any 
nuisance, The company stated to the court 
that it was doing, and proposed to do, every- 
thing in its power as speedily as possible 
and at considerable expense to prevent the 
emission of cinders or smoke from the 
burning of hard cpal. The company asked 
for a fair and adequate time within which 
to accomplish these changes and assured 
the court that when the proposed changes 
were made there would be no further cause 
for complaint.

BOGUS FOOD IN GERMANY |: 


Consul General Guenther Tells of 
Some Adulterations, 


Borax and Silk In Pate de Foie Gras 
Rubber Truffles and Horse Lungs 
Sold as Snails. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Richard Guen- 
ther, United States Consul General at 
Frankfort, under date of July 7, sends the 
following report on food adulteration in 

Europe to the Department of State: 


An article on the adulteration of food 
products is Foing the rounds of the Ger- 
man press. t is stated, for instance, that 
an ordinary liver patty is made into fine 
‘**‘ Strassburger ” paté de foie gras by means 
of borax or aallcy lic acid and of finely 
chopped and oleverly distributed pieces of 
black silk, representing truffles. 

Cosmos, a German paper, guarantees the 
fact that under the label of canned lob- 
sters the soft parts of the cuttlefish and 
crabs are sold. 

In Paris snails are of late very 
and the adulterators mix them wi 
of cattle and horses. Even entirely arti- 
ficial snails are manufactured. The shells 
recoated with fat and slime, are filled 
paid | aes and then sold as “ Burgundy ”’. 

Lovers of fresh rooster combs are imposed 
upon by a substitute cut out of hogs’ in- 
testines. Chopped artificlal truffles are 
maue of black rubper, silk, or softened 
leather, and even whole truffles are made 
out of roasted potatoes, which are given a 
peculiar flavor by adding ether. They are 
gaid to sell well. 

Fish spoiled in spite of ice and borax is 
treated with salts of zinc, aluminum, and 
other metals, “tro the fish with vase- 
line to give it a fresh look, and covering 
the gills with fresh blood or eosin—a coal- 
tar color—is resortéd to. The latter is also 
used to intensify the red color of inferior 
crabs. 

Imparting a greenish color to oysters 
is another adulteration. An oyster requires 
about. one month in the beds to acquire 
the greenish color. As this'is too long a 
time, the dealers help them along with an 
artifical color. 

The chemists in the Paris municipal lab- 
oratories have shown that tomato jelly 
is adulterated with turnips, and powdered 
pepper contains a large mixture of pow- 
dered hardtack. 


SHERIDAN TAPESTRIES TAXABLE 


Widow of the General Must Pay for 
Those on Exhibition in the 
National Museum. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The city au- 
thorities have decided that the widow of 
Gen. Philip H. Sheridan must pay personal 
tax on the valuable tapestries presented to 
the General about twenty years ago by the 
late John W. Mackay, and which have been 
on public exhibition ever since at the Na- 
tional Museum. 

The matter came up for decision by the 
law officer of the city through a demand 
made by the Collector of Taxes for payment 
of $225, that amount having been assessed 
against the property. 

The question presented for decision was 
whether the tapestries, having been on 
exhibition in a public institution for twen- 


ty years, and being still on public view, 
were liable to assessment for personal tax. 

Mrs. Sheridan claimed the property as 
heirlooms, and as such not ble to 
taxation. The Corporation Counsel, to 
whom the matter was referred, decided that 
the tapestries are taxable as personal prop- 
erty. e denied the claim that the — erty 
can be considered as heirlooms, de- 
clared that the fact of the tapestries. being 
on exhibition in a public institution did not 
lessen the basic fact that they are private 
property, and as such may be withdrawn 
from public view and sold at any time by 
the owner. 

Reference is made in this connection to 
the fact that a few months ago the tapes- 
tries were offered at public sale, and were 
not sold simpl because the highest bid 
was not deemed large enough. 

“The facts in the case,’’ says the Cor- 

oration Counsel, *‘may be such as. would 

nduce Congress to pass an act crenptee 
this property from taxation, but the 
present state of the law I am constrained 
to hold that there is nothing in the case 
which would warrant the ersonal Tax 
Sper ears in exempting it from taxa- 
tion.’’ 

At the last session of Congress an act 
was passed im or a tax on ersonal 

roperty which is very comprehensive, and 
ts enforcement is causing considerable op- 
position from many persons who are affect- 
ed, including Senators and Representatives 
who reside here several months every year. 

The property of a Senator or Representa- 
tive temporarily residing here and brought 
from his legal home is Hable to tax in the 
District notwithstanding the fact that tax 
on the same property has been paid at the 
legal residence of the owner. 

Mrs. Sheridan's tapestries are brought 
under the terms of this act, and she will 
be obliged to pay annually at the rate of 
$1.50 per $1,000 on the assessed valuation 


of the property.

Rogers, and F.,H. Stead, brother of Will- 
iam T. Stead. 

The Organization Committee announces 
that the British institute will be similar 
to the American Institute of Social Service. 
The organizers are of the opinion that the 
time has now come for combini sources 
of information and suggestion relating to 
social amelioration. The Christian religion, 
without denominational distinctions, will 
supply the basis of pu e and action.

CARNEGIE’S BIG DONATION 


Gives $2,500,000 to Dunfermline, 
the Place of His Birth. 


To Maintain a Public Playground anda 
Theatre and to Encourage Horti- 
culture and Education, 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—Andrew Carnegie has 
made known his intention to donate $2,500,~ 
000 in United States Steel Corporation 
bonds to Dunfermline, Scotland, his birth- 
place, 

He stipulates that the gift shall be em- 
ployed in keeping up the estate of Pitten- 
erieff, which contains the tower in which 
Malcolm Canmore married Princess Mar- 
garet, and which Mr, Carnegie recently 
purchased, as a pleasure ground. 

The gift is also to be used for the main- 
tenance of a theatre, the encouragement 
of horticulture among the working classes, 
and the advancement of technical educa- 
tion in the district, which fs the centre of 
the linen industry. 

The administrators of the gift are also 
charged with the advancement of the moral 
and material interests of the town. 


Dunfermline was founded in’ the twelfth 
century, although its charter of confirma- 
tion dates only from 1588. In ancient times 
it was the residence of the Scottish Kings. 
Only a portion of the tower of Malcolm, 
which Mr. Carnegie intends to convert 
into a playground for the public, remains 
standing; in it was born Maud, Malcolm 
Canmore’s daughter, wife of Henry I, of 
England, whose body was interred in West- 
minster Abbey. 

The town has manufactories of linen and 
damasks, large quantities of which goods 
are exported to the United States. It has 
also breweries, rope works, factories of 
tobacco, flour mills, iron foundries, and 
other industries. The population is about 
16,000. 

Andrew Carnegie was born there on Nov. 
25, 1887, and lived there with his poor 
parents until he was eleven years old, when 
he came to the United States. 


DAVITT REPROACHES THE KING. 


Says He Ought to Have Liberated Col. 
Lynch When He Was in Ireland. 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—Michael Davitt, In a 
long letter published in The Daily News 
this morning reproaches King Edward for 
his failure, in the course of his visit to 
Ireland, to exereise royal clemency and lib- 


erate Col. Lynch, who fought with the 
Boers. 

Mr. Davitt declares that no other mon- 
arch in Europe would have neglected such 
clemency in similar circumstances, and 
says that when the more or less manufact- 
ured enthusiasm has died away the Irish 
people will remember the omission. 


Honors Conferred on Irishmen. 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—A long list of honors 
conferred by the King in connection with 
the royal visit to Ireland is published to- 
night. The recipients include Sir John 
Charles Ready Colomb, M.’P., Chairman of 
the Irish Appeals Commission, and Thomas 
Andrews, Chairman of the County Down 
County Council and a prominent Ulster 
man, who haye been made Privy Council- 
lors, and Sir Daniel 208, Lord Mayor of 
Belfast, afid Edward erald, Lord 
Mayor’ of Cork, who have en created 
Baronets. Other honors are distributed to 
the officials of the principal towns visited 
in the course of the royal tour.

ARTIST PHIL MAY IS DEAD 


Celebrated English Caricaturist 
Was Born in 1864. 


A Member of the Staff of Punch—Made 
Many Friends When He Visited 
This Country. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Phil May, the artist 
and illustrator of Punch, The Graphic, and 
other periodicals, died at his residence at 
Camden Hill yesterday afternoon after a 
protracted iliness. 

Mr. May died from phthisis after a year 
of indifferent health. The end was prob- 
ably hastened by his bohemian life, hard 
work, and fondness for late hours. 

The papers this morning express the 
greatest sympathy and regret at the short 
career of a man who was regarded as 
among the greatest black-and-white artists 
since the days of John Leech. 

At the regular weekly dinner of the staff 
of Punch last night the artist’s death was 
announced. 


Phil May, the clever observer and not 
legs clever draughtsman for the comic 
press, was one of those men who refute 
the common statement that those who 
make fun for the public are lugubrious 
persons in private. He was bubbling over 
with fun on all occasions, quite unlike 
Charles Keene, for example, who did not 
reveal in his looks or talk that. he was 
one of the jokemakers for Punch. Perhaps 
it was in the rough-and-ready atmosphere 
of Australia that Phil May acquired the 
jovial, eccentric manners that made him 
s0 amusing @ companion. When he was 
here ag a roving correspondent for The 
Graphic he made a host of friends and 
well-wishers. And among the colony of 
American artists in London he was highly 
appreciated for his whimsical sallies and 
unstudied freaks of fun, 

Phil May was born at Leeds in 1864, the 
son of an engineer. After a brief school- 
ing, he was apprenticed to a lawyer;. and 
in the long hours of waiting to be sent 


an errand or to transcribe a paper, he took” 


to making sketches. Perhaps this did not 
suit his employer, At any rate he joingd 
a theatrical company and was launched 
early on the sea of Bohemia. He made 
himself useful by designing posters for the 
company of barnstormers, in which he held 
a most unimportant position. aving mar- 
ried, it was necessary tO obtain more re- 
munerative work, so he sailed for Aus- 
tralia to take a place on The Sydney 
Bulletin. On his return he begsn to bom- 
bard the London illustrateds with work that 
showed very different wit and very differ- 
ent technique from the ordinary cartoons, 
and after making his mark on The &t. 
Stephen's Review, The Graphic, and other 
periodicals, he was asked to join the famous 
guild of delineators for Punch. 

His personal appearance is not unknown 
to thousands who never laid eyes on him, 
for he more than once pictured himseif. 
Spare and pale, with his hair cut short 
and combed over his forehead in a bang, 
he was not exactly the very long and lean 
individual into which he exaggerated him- 
self. His way of picturing the men who 
came before the public was to seize on a 
few characteristic points and let the rest 
be understood. He was best in taking off 
Parliamentary characters; less happy when 
preducias one of the cartoons for which 

unch has the tent. His theory was 
that a caricaturist should tell the joke 
without the aid of a title or descriptive 
appendix. Sometimes, however, the de- 
mands of Punch could not be met in that 


way. 

Yet there was no other contributor to the 
veteran comic paper of England who could 
not have been better spared than Phil May, 
for not only did he “catch the manners 
living as they rise,"’ but by means of his 
rapid and dashing technique he ve the 
impegesion of wit before the reader knew 
exactly. the joke intended. At bottom his 
art was like that of Whistler, who braved 
the reproaches of those who like highly 
finished work, and in practice as well as 
theory insisted on jeaving out the parts 
of a picture the ordinary imagination sup- 
plies and concentrating his craftsmanship 
on the important, 

Phil May was a close student of the 
slums of London, where the people work 
or play with an indifference to criticism 
almost inconceivable, and give an artist 
every chance to sketch them in their quar- 
rels and lovemaking, their amusements 
and squalid woe. ‘Phil May's Gutter- 
snipes” was published by R. . Russell. 
“Phil May's Sketchbook’ contains many 
of his drawings for Punch and Black and 
White. Original drawings by Phil May 
were shown in November, 1898, at the Fifth 
Avenue Art Galleries of Arthur Tooth & 
Sons. In 1892 he began the publication of 
“Phil May's Annual.” 


DEATH OF RETIRED ACTRESS. 


Alice France in Her Prime Was Well 
‘Known on the Stage. 


Alice France, fifty-five years old, at one 
time a well-known actress, and a member 
of a famous English family of actors, died 
suddenly yesterday morning in a furnished 
room in an old-fashioned three-story house 
at 1 Third Street. She was taken ill Mon- 
day nigat with dysentery, but refused med- 
ical aid. On Tuesday night she was worse, 
and her landlady, rs. Charles Cramer, 
who had been nursing her, had an ambu- 
lance summoned from Bellevue Hospital. 
She was treated by the surgeon, but re- 
fused to go to the hospital. Yesterday 
morning she was very much worse, and 
Mrs. Cramer again had an ambulance sum- 
moned. When the surgeon arrived the 


woman was dead. 

Several years ago, Miss France told Mrs. 
Cramer, she broke her leg, and was forced 
to retire from the Stage. She was given a 
small allowance by the Actors’ Fund for a 
while, and then did not ask for aid. 

Alice France in her day was a very beau- 
tiful woman, and even up to the time she 
died there were still traces of her beauty 
left. It is said that during the latter years 
of her life she drank heavily at times, and 
had lived mostly alone, 

A representative of the Actors’ Fund 
called at the Bellevue Morgue yesterday 
afternoon and made arrangements for the 
funeral. The body was taken in charge by 
Undertaker Slevin of 25 Spring Street.

URGES IMMIGRATION REFORM. 


Commissioner Learns from Special In- 
spector of Soliciting of Immigrants 
by Steamship Lines and 
Railroads. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The subject of 
unlawful solicitation of immigration will be 
made an important part of Commissioner 
Sargent’s forthcoming annual report. 
Special Inspector Marcus Brown filed with 
Mr. Sargent this morning a preliminary re- 


port of his investigations of the methods 
employed by steamship companies and oth- 
ers in Purope to peoure immigrants, and 
returned to New York this evening to com- 
plete his final presentation of data and 
conclusions from his Summer’s work abroad. 

The whole matter will be set forth in de- 
tail and will be taken up specially by Secre- 
tary Cortelyou also in his annual report. 
It is believed that, directly and indirectly, 
the steamship companies and railroads of 
this eg ee are engaged in bebe 3 out 
agents in Europe who are soliciting immi- 
grants in-utter violation of the law against 
this practice. 

It is understood that no particular com- 
plaint is made against any company, but a 
great mass of facts has been obtained 
which indicates that immigration is being 
stimulated by improper méans, and Con- 
gress will be asked to look into the matter 
and provide legislation to remedy the mat- 
ter. Commissioner Sargent will recom- 
mend strict measures to prevent bringing 
the people thus solicited into the country. 


PARK FOR NEW ROCHELLE. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Aug. 5.—Adrian 
Iselin has presented Neptune Park to this 
city. Under hig direction the park for 
threo years has been in process of im- 
provement, at a cost of about_$15,000. The 


land itself is worth not less than $100,000, 
About the only conditions coupled with the 
pitt are that at no time shall any intoxicat- 
ng drink be sold in the park, and that it 
shall be called Neptune Park. 

Mr. Iselin has seeured shelters, a trolley 
station, a pavilion, a pier, and a float.

Iselin had established his case, but that 
Mr. Starin played a counter stroke by set- 
ting up the claim that if he could not land 
on the point he would be entitled to a 
landing at the nearest point on the main- 
land, which would be Davenport Neck. 
That would be more objectionable to Mr. 
Iselin and his wealthy neighbors than to 
have the boats land at Neptune Island, and 
the matter was compromised.

Yesterjiay’s stock market opened ner- 
vously weak and very active. In the first 
hour the business was equal to all Mon- 
day’s, and nearly equal to one-half of 
Tuesday's. The weakness and nervous- 
mess needed no explanation in view of 
Tuesday's busine which pointed with 
no uncertain sign to something to be ex- 
pected yesterday. The activity seemed 
indicative of supporting orders against 
evident pressure, and the Steel shares’ 
strength helped the list to withstand 
lower prices and uncertain lead from 
London. The situation was clearly one 
ef unstable equilibrium, with the pre- 
sumption against support being able to 
hold prices steady against such a flood of 
selling without assistance in something 
to-stimulate fresh buying. What oc- 
curred was not helpful in this sense, ex- 
cept possibly in the way of stimulation 
of bargain hunting upon fresh low rec- 
ords. The weakness of Sugar Refining 
and the failure of Sharp & Bryan were 
the influences which started fresh sell- 
ing. The first might have been of com- 
paratively slight importance, as the mar- 
ket for this security is artificial in ex- 
ceptional dogree. The failure took a 
weight off the market, for it was the real- 
ization of.what had been feared, the firm 
having been associated with Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical. It is the old story. 
. The enterprise was successful, but so 
‘were its competitors. Trade conditions 
changed, raw material became expensive, 
‘and competition was, as the event shows, 
ruinous. More money was needed and 
Fuccess was just in sight, but the need 
for fresh resources matured just when 
funds were absorbed by those with better 
command of the-money market, and col- 
lapse resulted, with inconvenience to 
“¢Many-more-than those directly concerned. 

The market steadied somewhat upon 
the announcement, but only for a little 
while. There were evidences of support 
against anything like bear raiding, but 
wherever it appeared that there was liq- 
alidation the market was allowed to take 
its course. While still in this qualmish 
staté, announcement was made of the 
second failure, Huributt, Hatch & Co., a 
firm of good origin, but latterly in not 
equal repute for undivided attention to 
business by all the partners. The fail- 
ure alone would not have been serious, 
but its cumulative effect was too much 
for the market in its ‘disordered state. 
It is scarcely too much to say that at no 


time’ recently has sentiment been more 


strained than at some moments yester- 
Gay. It is true that there were frac- 
tional rallies in the final dealings, but it 
is optimism to imagine that they signify 


any general or substantial relief. 


The list tells the story. With Atchison 


at 57, Steel preferred 68% and common 
20%, Missouri Pacific at 89, and falls 
like Consolidated Gas’s 7% and General 
Electric’s 54%, and other almost sensa- 
tional declines in the Granfers and East- 


ern railways, it is too plain that the 


trouble was general and not confined to 


any class of roads or individual firm. 
The list cannot be reproduced here, and 
it must suffice to say that again there 
were no representative advances and the 
declines were more irregular than on 


Tuesday. It is not the day's fall that 


counts, nor the aggregate fall for the 


week, but the accumulation of this bur- 
den is severe when compared even with 
the lowest of last year. When compared 
with the highest the showing of stability 
to withstand such shrinkage is remark- 


able, inspiring anxious inquiries as to 


what remains, It is this feature to which 


attention must be directed rather than 
to trouble stories, still plentiful and -un- 
worthy of repetition now. The time has 
been when failures demoralized the list. 
It is now the list which causes failures. 
In former experience it was declining 
business of raiiways and merchants 
which was reflected in Wall Street. Now 
the question is how far Wall Street’s 
troubles will disorder good conditions 
outside of Wall Street. The officials of 
the institutions which are selling collat- 
eral reluctantly because the stock list 
makes it their duty, when speaking in 
their personal capacity, express wonder 
at the course of prices, marvelifg at the 
bargains going begging, and yet declar- 
ing inability to predict that there may 
mot yet be better bargains. Bargain 
hunters are much in favor just now, and 
yet are conspicuous by their absence. 
They are not exactly lambs, and know 
their business as well as those who invite 
ihem to the feast. Perhaps, too, they are 
curious why dividend payers belonging 
to interests beyond dispute even in these 
times are allowed to fall below a price 
corresponding to yield. Not until an 
anxiety to which nobody gives words is 
removed will the market be attractive to 
those who can avoid it. The bond list, 
also, was markedly active. Consolidated 
Tobacco 4s were dealt in from 54 to 51% 
at the last, Wabash Bs at 55% to 52, and 
Steel 5s at 78% to 77%. 

There were some excellent traffics, and 
gome not so good. The sterling market 
Was encouragingly weak, and the cotton 
bears seemed to have an accession of 
courage. ‘The crop outlook is geod and 
improving, in the opinion of nearly all,’ 
as appears from the weakness of the 
produce markets. The list is not falling 
upon such considerations as these, the 
market being indifferent to everything 


except prices and gossip.

Some Large Contracts—Increasing Un- 
certainty of Tone—Steel Importa 
to be Checked. 


There is some uncertainty in neafly all 
the branches of the iron trade, induced 
by the feeling that consumption may de- 
cline during the balance of the year, while 
production shows some signs of adequate 
restriction. What has added to the -un- 
easiness is the fact that occasionally de- 
mands are made by consumers for postpone- 
ment of deliveries, and in some cases for 
cancellation, The condition of the money 


and security markets has put a serious 
damper on new undertakings, which it is 
very difficult to finance. 

In the pig iron, markets the principal 
event of the week has been the heavy 
buying of Western malleable iron inter- 
ests, which consume about 150,000 tons ‘en 
pig iron annually. For the second half th 
urchases include about 50,000 tons in the 
hicago market at the price of about $17.50 
for malleable Bessemer, and considerable 
additional quantities {n the Cleveland 
market for Toledo and Indianapolis de- 
livery.

858 SILVER DOLLARS GONE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—Robert J. 
Kilpatrick, a laborer at the United States

WALL STREET 


Police Descend on Offices of Dan- 
iels & Co., Arresting Seven Men. 


Concern Advertised to Finance All Sorts 
of Enterprises, Exacting a 
$250 Deposit. 


Detectives McConville, Peabody, and 
Clark of Inspector McClusky’s staff, with a 
score or,more of patrolmen from the Old 
Slip Station, made a descent just before 
noon yesterday on the offices of Daniels & 
Co., who say they are bankers, on the fifth 
floor of the Schermerhorn Building, 6 Wall 
Street and 96 Broadway. The police gath- 
ered in the principal of the businéss, to- 
gether with six other persons associated 
with him in various capacities, and charged 
them all with grand larceny. The prisoners

Thomas P. Daniels, forty-two 
fiprague Avenue, Tottenville, 8. L; 
Daniels & Co. / 

Richard Woods, thirty-nine years old, of the 
same address, who ‘said he was formerly the 
representative of the firm in Boston. 

John Avery, thirty-eight years old, of 145 East 
One Hundred and Fourth Street, an employe. 

Samuel R. Bullock, fifty-five years old, of 51 
Quincy Street, Brooklyn, who said he was a 
contractor for Daniels & Co, 

Charles Brown of 74 West One Hundred and 
Fifth Street, said to be Daniels’s brother-in- 
law. 

Alfred Bagg, twenty-nine years old, of 100 
Columbia Heights, a clerk. 

Elisha Caldwell, sixty-seven years old, of 57 
West Twenty-seventh Street, who says he is 
attorney for Daniels & Co. 

The raid came at a time when the finan- 


cial district was in a mood to appreciate ex- 
citement, having been stirred up not long 
before by the announcement of two failures 
in the Street. The first intimation of the

raid was when a patrol wagon dashed up, 


from the Old Slip Station and stopped infront 
of No. G The arrests were made quietly, 
however, except for a temporary sensation 
among a large staff of typewriters em- 
ployed in Daniels & Co.’s offices, who did 


not calm down until they were assured they 


would not be put under arrest. 

The prisoners were taken to Police Head- 
quarters, so that five of them in whose 
cases. the police were most interested could 
sit for their pictures and Daniels have a 
talk with Inspector McClusky. All gave 


notice that damage suits would be brought. 

In the afternoon the prisoners were taken 
before Magistrate’ Ommen in the Tombs 
Court. Caldwell was discharged, as Assist- 
ant District Attorney Kessel told the court 
that, ‘‘ in spite of suspicious circumstances,” 
he had convinced the District Attorney that 
he was in no way connected with the firm. 
The remainder were held for examination 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock, Daniels in 
$2,000 bail and the others in $1,000. 

‘che warrant upon which the arrest was 
made was based on the affidavit of Edwin 
W. Collins of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. He 
charges that in answer to an advertisement 
in a Chicago newspaper he entered into ne- 
gotiations with the Daniels concern to or- 
ganize the Union Land and Trust Compa- 
ny of Iowa, for the development of some 
land in which he was interested. Collins 
swears to the payment of $840 in various 
amounts for “expenses” incurred in the 


preparation of papers for his company, but 
says that the organization is just as far 
away as it was when he answered the ad- 
vertisement. 

The complaint came to the attention of 
the police a week ago, was referred to the 
District Attorney, and turned back again 
for investigation by Inspector McClusky’s 
men. McConville, Clark, and Peabody took 
it up. Peabody went to the offices of 
Daniels & Co. with a tale that he had 
some land in the West and wanted to de- 
velop cement properties. He talked with 
various persons, and finally made an ap- 
pointment to meet Daniels, whom he had not 
seen up to that time. Monday he went 
with Clark and McConville to keep his 
appointment, and somebody inside sus- 
pected their intention, and several attachés 
of the place rushed down the corridor and 
took elevators. Peabody went into the 
offices, said he had been approached by 
two men in the corridor who said they 
were detectives, and wanted to know, with 
muck wrath. what it all meant. Explana- 
tion was made, and, Peabody says, he had 
@ satisfactory interview with Daniels, after 
which it was determined to make a visit 
jn force as soon as practicable. 

When the raiding party entered the of- 
fices yesterday, Brown was seen to have 
in his hands a letter or two. Somebody 
asked him what they were, and he began 
to destroy them with a haste that excited 
suspicions. The letters turned out to be 


protests from customers. 
A few minutes later the telephone rang, 


and Detective Peabody answered it. 
“Hello, this is Waterbury, Conn.,” said 


a voice on the other end. “Is this Daniels 


Ca:.”: 

“ This is,’’ said Peabody, 

*‘ Well,” said the voice, “‘ I've been taking 
your advice for seven months past and have 
come to the conclusion that you are playing 
a skin game. When Mr. Daniels is in 
town I want to talk to him.” ; 

“1 guess he'll be out of town for a spell, 


said Peabody, as he hung up the receiver. 

In the papers of the office was a promis- 
sory note for $40 made out in favor of 
T: P. Daniels:by G. H. Witte. The note 
was indorsed by Daniels to another party, 
and on the back was written: 


Payment refused as you are indebted to us, 
by working vs out of several hundred dollars 
by smooth and artistic work. Gc. L. WITTE. 


Circulars-of the firm of Daniels & Co. 
were also among the effects found. These 


explain that the company has branch of- 
fices in Philadelphia, San Francisco, Lon- 
don, Boston, Atlanta, Cincinriati, Chicago, 
and St. Louis, and advertise generally to 
fupply capital for all sorts of enterprises, 
the preliminary condition being that “‘ No 
application will be considered unless a 
check for $250 is deposited with us at the 
time of sending in the application.’ 

The concern of Daniels & Co, has ap- 


peared in the public eye at least once be- 


fore, when the breaking up of the Consoli- 
dated Lumber Company, and arrest of G. 
H. Horton, its head, brought to light the 
fact that Daniels & Co. was its reference 
firm. At that time T. 
had known Horton in many honorable 
business connections, and was both shocked 
and surprised at the event. ._ 

Daniels & Co, was imcorpofated, as at 
present constituted, on June 24, 1903, to 
succeed the firm of Daniels & Co., which 
had been in existence sine 1900. Its capi- 
tal was $90,000, divided into shares of $10 
each, and the incorporators were Thomas 
P. Daniels, Elisha Caldwell, who was dis- 
charged yesterday, and Albert E. Caldwell. 
Before entering the firm of his own name, 
Daniels, who is the son of the late Justice 
Daniels of the Supreme Court, and comes 
from Buffalo, was connected with Henry 
Voorce Brandenburg of 6 Wall Street. Mr. 
Brandenburg said yesterday that Daniels 
was his manager. meg ay, Bond Inspector 
McClusky, Daniels said he ught an in- 
terest in the Brandenburg firm in establish- 
ing his own. Inspector McClusky said yes- 
terday that as the Daniels firm operated 
exclusively outside of New York, he did 
mot expect to receive all the complaints 
that would be forthcoming for several days. 

The Post Office Department also is in- 
terested in Daniels & Co. On June 3, G. 
W. Dease of this city wrote to Postmaster 
General Payne, stating the case of G. A. 
Moreland of Griffin, Ga., who, in September 
of last year. had sent to the Daniels firm 
stamps to the value of $84.74. Mr. Dease 
said that the company had refused to re- 
fund the stamps or make the payments 
promised. 


AGAINST MOTOR TRAINS. 


Jamaica Avenue Residents Protest That 
-the Thoroughfare is Being Misused. 


At the next. meeting of the Board of Al- 
Germen action wil be taken in connection 
with the running of heavy three-car motor 
trains by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
straight through Jamaica Avenue, in 


* Brooklyn, from East New York to Jamaica. 


These trains run on the surface of the 
street, on tracks situated similarly to trol- 
ley tracks, and as the trains do not stop 
at every corner, but only at regular sta- 
tions, protest has been made against their 
being run. 

An opinion from the Corporation Counsel's 
office on the subject says that a peculiar 
situation exists concerning the city’s rights 
in Jamaica Avenue, but he holds it to be 
within the right of the Aldermen to reg- 
ulate the runnirg of cars. Prior to 1897 
the Corporation Ccunsel finds that the 
entire street was owned by a private cor-

Another row that is on with the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit people, and which will come 
before the Corporation ‘Counsel for an 
opinion, is that of the power of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit to run co cars about 
the borough and. to suburbs, such as 
Brighton Beach, charging 15 and 25 cents 
fare. Demand has been made that the 
parlor cars be withdrawn entirely, as the 
people do not seem to be content with the 
fact that the company has arranged its 
schedule so that the cars do not-interfere 
in the slightest with the business rush 
mornings and evenings. 

This demand has been voiced in a letter 
sent to Borough President Swanstrom, and 
the claim made that the road has no right 
to run cars for more than the regular 
rates of fare. \ 


DUMP DWELLERS MUST GO. 


ee ee 


Queer Burrows of Trimmers at Street 
Cleaning Piers Ordered Vacated. 


Commissioner Woodbury .of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning, acting on reports 
submitted to the Health Department by its 
Inspectors, and through this department 
reported to Commissioner Woodbury, has 
issued instructions that dwellings of the 
trimmers under the city dumps will not be 
tolerated under any circumstances, and that 
there must be no trunks, beds, or cooking 
apparatus in any of the places after Aug. 15. 

These odd and uncouth dwellings, from 
which the occupants soon are to be evicted, 
have existed since the first use of the city 
piers for dumping purposes, and they are 


hidden away in the spaces between the 
bottoms of the pliers and the runway over- 
head where the city’s sweepings are hauled 
to be thrown into the barges that carry 
them out to sea. 

Men, women, and children work, cook, 
eat, and sleep under these dumps, the 
domiciles being furnished with -dirt-soaked 
furniture, mattresses, and comfortables 
picked out of the’ refuse brought to the 
dumps, and the scows are the source from 
which much of the food of the squatters is 
gathered in. In many instances the space 
under the dumps is made into small com- 
partments or cabins, which are filled with 
filthy broken-down couches and sofas and 
with bunks three and four deep. 

These conditions exist at the foot of 
Clinton, Stanton, Twenty-ninth, and Six- 
ty-first Streets on the East River and at the 
foot of Canal and Thirtieth Streets on the 
North River. There is little light in the 
burrows and no ventilation at all. Most of 
the dump trimmers are Italians, who stay 
at their work all day and until late at 
night, and they are in an ugly mood over 
the order of eviction. The Health Depart- 
ment declares the burrows to be a serious 
menace to the city’s health. 


BOULEVARD TO SHORE ROAD. 


Improvements of Fourth Avenue Brook- 
lyn, to be Finished by Oct. 15, Will 
Provide Fine Thoroughfare. 


William C. Redfield, Commissioner of 
Public Works for Brooklyn, announced yes- 
terday that he expected to have the im- 
provement of Fourth Avenue, that borough, 
finished on Oct. 15, This will furnish to the 
city a fine boulevard leading to the Shore 
Road, ‘known as one of the most beautiful 
parkways in the world. 

The plan of improvement includes the 
laying of an asphalt pavement from the 
beginning of Fourth Avente, at Flatbush 
Avenue, to Sixtie#it Street, where a mac- 
adam pavement begins. This covers a 
distance of four miles. Throughout the 


whole distance a strip twenty feet in width 
will be planted with shrubs and trees, and 
the sidewalks will be shaded with 1,100 
Norway maple trees. The planting of the 
shrubs and trees is being carried on by 
Park Commissioner Young. 

Fourth Avenue is 120 feet wide, and when 
laid out originally was intended to be a 
grand boulevard, but the great cost of com- 
pleting it staggered the officials of the old 
City of Brooklyn. They paved the street 
with Belgian blocks, and allowed it to 
decay. espite the miajestic appearance 
of the thoroughfare it has become an eye- 
sore and a source of worriment to public 
officials. 

The contract for paving the street is 
said to have been the largest of its kind 
ever given out in New York City, and the 
cost will amount to $300,000. The work of 
planting the trees and flowers is being car- 


ried on entirely by employes of the Park 
Department. 


HID LICENSE IN STOCKING, 


Saloon Keeper’s Wife Foiled Deputy 
Sheriff, but Husband Was Arrested. 


Morris Goldfinger, a saloon keeper at 70 
Avenue C, was arraigned before Justice 
Dugro in the Supreme Court yesterday on 


the charge of removing and concealing a 


liquor tax certificate. ‘The charge was pre- 
ferred by H. Koehler & Co., a firm of 
brewers, which is endeavoring to obtain 
possession of the certificate. 
Edwin H. Koehler stated in an affidavit 
that the $1,200 for the certificate was fur- 
ished by his company, and that Goldfinger 


executed a transfer and assignment of the 


license to the company on its demand. Such 


demand was made, Koehler said, on July 
31; but Goldfinger declined to surrender the 
document. An action in rapsoven brought 
Deputy Sheriff Altman to the saloon, But

TRACTION COMPANY LOSES. 


Queens County Road Falls to Change 
City Plan for Newtown Viaduct. 


Justice Garretson of the. Supreme Court 


yesterday handed down a decision in the 
case of the aplication of the New York 
and Queens County Reilroad Company for 
a temporary injunction restraining the City 
of New York from building the viaduct of 
the Newtown Creek Bridge so low across

Petition to Mayor Drawn Up to 
Avert an Open Ditch. 


Document to be Read at Big Meeting at 
Fifth Avenue Hotel This 
Afternoon, 


As a further step in the protest against 
the digging up of Broadway for the pro- 
posed spur of the rapid transit subway 
leading down that thoroughfare from For- 
ty-second ‘Street to. Union Square, the 
Executive Committee of the Broadway 
Merchants’ Association recently organized 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel for the purpose 
of preventing the disfiguring of the thor- 
oughfare, met. yesterday afternoon at the 
office of Al Hayman, in the Empire Thea- 
tre Building, and adopted the form of the 
protest which is to bé presented to the 
various merchants for their signatures. At 
the meeting was Mr. Hayman, acting as 
Chairman of the committee; Nathan Straus 
of R. H. Macy & Co., W. H. R. Martin of 
Rogers, Peet & Co., Edward Hatch, Jr., of 
Lord & Taylor, G. T. Stckham of the Cri- 
terion Hotel, James Slatér of J. & J. Slater, 
Richard Donavan, an attorney represent- 
ing several other property owners along 
Broadway, and Alexander Shaw, as Secre- 
tary. 

The protest, as prepared by Mr. Hay- 
man, was submitted to the gentlemen pres- 
ent, and they decided that it was with a 
few slight changes, a dignified protest, 
and approved of it.. This protest, which 


will be presented to-day for the signatures 
of the merchants along Broadway, -fol- 
Ows: 


We, the undersigned property owners and busi- 
ness men on Broadway, between Forty-second 
Street and Union Square, whose Interests and 
property rights represent over $200,000,000, and 
who pay to the City of New York annually 
taxes representing almost $3,000,000, rotest 
most emphatically against the p ng 
up of that thoroughfare (Broadway) in the event 
of the Rapid Transit Commission deciding to 
construct & spur of the under-ground road in 
that street. 

With the keen appreciation of the appalling 
conditions resulting in all the avenues and 
streets where that method has been employed, 
we feel-that our business enterprises would be 
impaiped irreparably, thousands of ple would 
be t wn out of employment, and financial ruin 
confront many of us should the section of the 
city’s ome great thoroughfare be converted into 
an immense ditch and to remain such for many 
months. 

An immense percentage of our patrons would 
be driven away from. us. There would be a 
perceptible decrease in the number of women 
whose custom it is to come to this district to do 
their shopping, to visit\the theatres and opera, 
to go to the hotels and restaurants, for they 
would be unwilling to encounter the discomfort 
and even the danger which would threaten them 
at every step. Nor would the women be alone 
in this desertion of Broadway, 

Only one advantage has been ascribed to this 
method of construction, that it is cheaper and 
will save money. We assert that this is in no 
sense a justification for entailing an immense 
financial loss on those whose property and busi- 
nets rights are vested in this thoroughfare, 
whose enterprise and acumen have made it 


what it is to-day. 

We demand through you, as our right, that 
the subway be constructed by tunnelling, not by 
ditching. 

After the meeting was over Mr. Hayman 
said that while the form of the protest 
would be read at the meeting of the merch- 
ants to bé held this afternoon at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, it would not be neces- 
sary to get the consent of this meeting be- 
fore starting out the canvassers for sig- 
natures. 

“ The street, from Forty-second Street to 
Union | Square, will be divided into dis- 
tricts,"’ said Mr. Hayman, ‘“‘and a canvas- 
ser will be assigned to each district. This 
will enable us to push the work rapidly, 
and I believe we can make an early start 
to-morrow morning. In our protest we do 
not go into the merits of the Broadway 
route or of the Seventh Avenue route or of 
any other route, as we believe that this 
question, in the hands of the Rapid Transit 

ommission, is in better han than in 
ours, as we do not want to pose as experts 
on such a matter. However, we do protest 
most emphatically against tearing up 
Broadway, especially when the only ques- 
tion involved in the matter is one of cost. 
The contractors say it would cost more to 
tunnel the street than to excavate or ditch 
it. That, as near as I can find, is the only 
reason for wanting to excavate, and against 
such means we most emphatically protest.” 

Mr. Hayman said that the question of 
funds for the Merchants’ Committee had 
not been brought up, neither had the ques- 
tion of retaining an attorney to look after 
the interests involved, nor the question of 
effecting a permanent organization of the 
Broadway merchants for protection in like 
cases. All these matters, he said, would 
probably come up this afternoon At the 
meeting of the merchants at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel. It also was suggested that in 
the event of a mass meeting being desired, 
the Knickerbocker Theatre, which Sar. Hay- 
man controls, might be utilized. 

“We have nof discussed a mass meeting 
as yet,”’ said Mr. Hayman, “but if one 
should be Goemmed advisable the theatre, of 
course, could utilized."" He also said 
that he did not think it would be necessary 
to wait until Mayor Low’s return from his

Track Detective Clarke of Pinkerton 
Force Said He Had, However, Seen 
Bets Made with Bookmakers. 


Edward Clarke, the Pinkerton detective 


| who is charged with oppression by , John 


Alton Ford, or, as he is known in this case, 
Philip Black, whom he arrested as a 
“tout” at the Morris Park race track on 
May 28, took the witness stand in his own 
behalf yesterday at the continued hearing 
before Justice Olmsted in the Court of 
Special Sessions. . 

Clarke, who is a member of the Pinkerton 
race track force, said his duties were to 
maintain order at the track, protect prop- 
erty, keep undesirable people out, and gen- 
erally to enforce the rules of the racing as- 
sociation, 

“Do you know that part of your duty is 
to prevent poolselling, kmaking, an all 
other forms of gambling at the track?’ 
asked Benjamin Steinhardt, who appears 
as counsel for Ford. 

‘* No, Sir,’’ witness answered, 

“Ts there: any gambling at the race 
track? ”"’ 

“TI never saw any.” 

‘Is there not a part of the track known 
as the betting ring? ”’ 

“*z ser, of no such place, You prob- 
ably réfer to the inclosure.”’ 

“But you have seen bets made and 
wagers laid with the bookmakers? ”’ 

Clarke said he had. He disclaimed any 
malice in the detention of Ford in the 
dressing room at the race track until the 
races of the day were over. He said he 
had taken him in merely to have him on 
hand if it should turn out that anybody 
had been swindled by him. He said he 
knew him to be a “ tout.’’ 

Capt. Mark B. 
force also identified the complainant as a 
“ tout,’’ who, he said, had been driven from 
many race tracks. Justice Olmsted re- 
served decision in the case. 

Nathan Ballard, Jr., who brought a

PAID MONEY TO “DUMMIES.” 


Samuel Goldstein Held in $10,000 Bail 
on Charge of Robbing Employ- 


ers of Huge Sum. 


Samuel Goldstet:, forty years old, a Rou- 
manian Jew. was araigned in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday on a charge 
of grand larceny preferred by F. Golde & 
Son, clothing manufacturers at 44 West 
Third Street. Although the charge is for 
stealing only $159, the man’s employers told 
Magistrate Breen that Goldstein had stolen 
from them within the last six years more 
than $40,000. 

Goldstein, they said, was one of their 
most trusted employes, and had charge of 
all the contract work done by Italian and 
Jewish families throughout the city, Of 
late, however, the members of the firm 
became convinced that the profits were 
not commensurate with the business done, 
and. they suspected a leakage in the con- 
tract department: so before paying off on 
the contract work on Wednesday the mem- 
bers of the firm marked all the paper 
currency to be delivered to the families 
by Goldstein. As soon as these families 
had been paid off the police were sum- 
moned and Goldstein was searched. : 

According to the testimony taken yes- 
terday there was found in the prisoner’s 
possession a number of mutilat pay en- 
velopes and $159 in marked bills, while an 
examination of the contract books dis- 
closed forty-seven ‘‘ dummies,’ or books 
containing records of work that had never 
been done, but for which the firm had paid. 

Manheim & Manheim, attorneys for the 
complainants, asked that $20,000 bail be 
demanded, but it was finally fixed at 
$10,000, for examination to-day . 


ATTEMPTS DOUBLE CRIME. 


Jersey City Man Tries to Kill His Wife 
and End His Own Life. 


Edward Woods, fifty-five years old, of 


165 Morgan Street, Jersey City, made a des- 
perate attempt yesterday to kill his wife 
and himself. He did not succeed, and, al 
though both are at the City Hospital seri- 
ously wounded, they will probably recover. 

Woods had previously spent eighteen 


months in jail for stabbing his wife, but 


she had forgiven him. He drank to excess 
at intervals, and on such occasions his two 


adult sons were in the habit of locking him 


out of the house. He was intoxicated on 
Sunday, and the sons ejected him, but al- 
lowed him to return on Tuesday night on 
account of the storm. Mrs. Woods arose 


at 5 o'clock yesterday re to prepare 
breakfast for her elder son. The son had 
scarcely left the house when Woods went 
to the kitchen and assaulted his wife with 
a hatchet. The weapon struck the side of 
her head and glanced, cutting a gash in 
her cheek. She screamed, and as he struck 
her a second time, inflicting a severe scalp 
wound, she sank to the floor. 

Her younger son went to her aid and 
Woods ran ck to his room, where he cut 


his throat with a table knife which he had 


sharpened on a small whetstone. The blade 


did not touch the joguler vein or windpipe 
and when the lice arrived it was foun 
chat, his wound was not likely to prove 
atal. 


SACRIFICES FOOT, SAVES LIFE. 


Trainman on Lehigh Valley Railroad, 


Caught in a Frog, Throws Him- 
self to the Ground. 


Edward Martin, thirty-five years old, a 
train hand of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
left his train in the Gates Avenue freight 
yard, Jersey City, yesterday, to open a

After throwing the switch lever back 
he signaled the engineer to back down. 

Then he ran to jump on the rear car, but, 
his left foot caught in a frog and he was 
unable to move.

AN OLD WOMAN 
Wife of Dr. W. H. Maynard Had a 
Patient Haled to Court. 


Complainant Accused Miss Rosa Moore, 
60 Years Old, of Hypnotizing Hus- 
band and Breaking Up Home.

Miss Rosa Moore, a rétired school teacher, 
sixty years old, appeared before Magistrate 
Crane in the Harlem Police Court yesterday 
morning in answer to a summons secured 
by Mrs, Walter H. Maynard, wife of Dr. 
Walter H. Maynard of 207 West Fifty-first 
Street, who alleges that Miss Moore opened 
her letters. During the hearing Mrs. Mayn- 
ard, who is twenty-four yéars old and very 
pretty, declared that the old woman. had 
hypnotized her husband and had run the 
house with such a high hand that she was 
forced to leave it. 

_" We were married a year and a half ago 
and were very happy until Miss Moore came 
on the scene,” said Mrs. Maynard... “She 
came there to be treated-and remained in 
the house. He immediately began to grow 
cold toward me, and‘I knew she hypnotized 
him. He turned over the keys of the house 
to her, and she ran it. I had nothing to say. 
It finally got so bad that a month ago I was 
forced to leave the house and go to live 
with my mother at 427 Hast One Hundred 
and Twenty-first Street. 

“I went to the doctor’s several times to 
get my mail and found that my letters had 
been. opened. I suspected that Miss Moore 
opened them, I consulted my lawyer, Mr. 


Levenson, and he advised me to write a 


decoy letter. He then wrote it for me, and 
mailed it.” 
“Mrs. Maynard then showed the letter to 
Magistrate Crane. It read: ‘“‘ When you 
open this you will be caught.”’ 

“I went to the house early the next 
morning,” continued the complainant, “ and 


gt to my old room without being detected, 
hen the postman came he delivered the 
letter. Miss Moore took it. When the 

stman had gone she went down into the 

sement. I had slippers on,,and followed 
her. I saw her open the lettér and read it, 
po a ccs I rushed in and grabbed the let- 

Miss Moore denied having opened the let- 
ter in question or any other letter belong- 
ing to Mrs, Maynard, 

I believe Mrs, Maynard’s statement 
that you opened this letter,” said Magis- 
trate Crane. ‘‘ This is a very serious of- 
fense. You look to me like a busybody who 
would make trouble wherever you went. 
You have no business to open other peo- 
ple’'s mail. I am gol to plece you in 
charge of cE age ge on officer, Mr. Stetter, 
for two months to see if you can’t behave 
yourself.”’ 

Magistrate Crane then asked Miss Moore 
what right she had to be in Mrs. May- 
nard’s house. The woman said she had 
gone there as a patient, and ..d not have 
any money to pay the doctor, and he made 
an agreement with her to be his house- 
keeper in return for medical service and 
medicine. 

Magistrate Crane said he thought it very 
unusual for a patient to go to live in a 
physician’s house, and asked Miss Moore 
why she didn’t go to a hospital. 

“T couldn’t get the same care in a hos- 
pital that I could with Dr. Maynard," said 

iss Moore, “‘ he is very careful and under- 
stands me.”’ 

“Well, as far as I can judge you have 
no business in that house at all,"’ said Mag- 
istrate Crane, ‘“‘and by your actions you 
have separated this man and his wife. I 
will watch this case very careftilly and 
see what the prohation officer reports. to 


me.” 
LEGAL NOTES. 


A Rartroap Company's LIaBiuity.—The 
judgment of the Supreme Court dismiss- 
ing the complaint in the action brought by 
Mary A, Fitzgerald against the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany to recover damages for injuries which 
she sustained by the collapsing of the train- 
shed at Cae Vincent, on the St. Lawrence 
River, in September, 1895, during a severe 
windstorm, has been reversed by the 


Fourth Appellate Division. Miss Fitzger- 
ald, at the time, was passing through the 


shed on her way to the dock adjoining to 
meet her father, who was the Captain of 
a steamboat. Her right to a recovery was 
based on the fact that the railroad com- 
pany was guilty of negHgence in maintain- 
ing an unsafe and dangerous trainshed, 
Neither Miss Fitzgerald nor her father had 
any contractual or business relations with 
the railroad. It appeared, however, that it 
had. been a custom for years for residents 
of the village, when going to the dock, to 
pass through the shed, and this was the 
usual and ordinary route. Miss Fitzgerald 
had a right, the Appellate Court decides, 
by Justice McLennan, to assume that the 
route in question, permitted by the de- 
fendant by long-continued use, was rea- 
sonably safe, Justice McLennan said that 
the railroad company s depot and dock 
were open to the public; and so far as any 
regulations for their use had been promul- 
gated, the public was entitled to use, the 
same at will. ‘* Undoubtedly,”” he contin- 
ued, ‘‘it would have been competent for 
the defendant to have restricted the use of 
its premises to those having business with 


it, but no such restrictions were imposed, 


and by the custom and practice which 


prevailed, the entire public was at liberty to 
go upon such premises without restriction. 
* *¢ * At a place where a railroad corpora- 
tion is in the habit of receiving the pub- 
lic in such large numbers and under such 
circumstances, we think it ought to _ be 
charged with the duty of seeing to it that 
the structures maintained by it at such 
place are in a reasonably safe condition 


and such as not to endanger the safety of

CONVERSATION OF DECEASED WITH THIRD 
PEeRSON.—When Mrs. Sarah E. Theall died, 
in June, 1896, she left her house at 113 
West Twenty-first Street in trust for the 
use of her husband, Horace Theall, and her 


daughter, Sarah J. Farrar. She ordered, 
however, that her beneficiaries should pay 


off a purchase money mortgage on the 
property, and on doing so they were to be 
allowed to occupy the place jointly. At the 
death of either the husband or daughter 
the survivor was to take the house and 
lot absolutely. Mrs. Theall and her hus- 


band and daughter were all living together 
in the house at the time of her death. Mr. 


Theall remained at home for a few days 
after his wife’s decease, and then went 
away on a short trip and died on Aug. 22, 
1896, before his return. After her father’s 
death, to prevent a foreclosure of the pur- 
chase money mortgage, Mrs. Farrar paid 
the amount herself and then brought an 
action against Mr, Theall’s executor to re- 
cover the half that ought to have been paid 
by his estate. To establish the fact that 
Mr. Theall, with knowledge of the terms 
and conditions of his wife's will, expressly 
accepted its provisions and jointly with 
Mrs. Farrar occupied the house from the 
time of Mrs. Theall’s death, Theodore H. 
Lord, counsel for the plaintiff, called 
George D. Farrar, the executor of Mrs. 
Theall’s will, as a witness. Mr. Farrar 
stated that after the death of Mrs. Theall 
he read her will to Mr. Theall. He said 
they had a conversation about the instru- 
ment, but, on objections being interposed, 
the witness was-not allowed to state what 
the conversation was, The poee Di- 
vision has given a decision hold that the 
trial court erred in its same.
